he arrives at the crossroads of the Stellar science and views on one hand the 

way that leads to the selfish, materialistic, intellectual order, and on the other the 
unselfish, humanitarian brand of Universal Astrology, eternal in its altruistic and idealistic 
results. The former is Plutonian in his baser form and leads to untold misery; the latter 
is Universal, embracing the highest of all the planets, and leads to God. 

The Aquarian Age, now dawning out of the Piscean night, is the great astrological 
age. Uranus rules the sign Aquarius, the Urania, of Grecian Mythology, was the God- 
dess of Astrology and Astronomy. Thus, during the next 2,000 years, true universal 
Astrology will be exalted in scientific, artistic, philosophic and religious spheres. Astrology 
will come into its own and already we may see the dawn of this new era. It is for us, 
as pioneers, to establish the new standard—to change the black and demoniac face of Pluto 
into a shining white God of Universal Love and Light. 

But we cannot exalt anything—not even a science—by too much intellect—the intelli 
gence of matter—ignoring the voice of the heart, feelings or intuitions upon which our 
health, happiness and the safety of our immortal souls depend. We must not interpret 
the stars through the materialistic intelligence only but also through the intelligence of 
the spirit. This is a Universal (natural) Law, and to break any natural law, even in 
ignorance, brings upon our heads much misery and suffering as a penalty. 

Uranus, the planet of Astrology, entering Taurus is a great symbol: “Come down, come 
down” says this planet, “From the heights of material Illusions—from the exaggerated 
heights of materialistic intellect—down to earth (Taurus ruled by Vesta)—down to 
reality.” In Aries, because of Strong Plutonian and Saturnian afflictions for the most 
part, people have gone to extremes in materialistic intellectual expression. On every hand 
we have seen Intelligence groups spring up and people become as a result terribly sophis- 
ticated, unnatural and affected, for when exaggerated attention is given to one of the 
trinity—mind, soul or body—all three are apt to suffer. “One is not a whit less than 
the other,” said the great Universal poet, Walt Whitman, for each is a counterpart of the 
other, and each should receive equal attention. 

And now, with the transit of Uranus into Taurus, ruled by Vesta, the sign of the 
earth,‘shall all earth and nature be exalted. And when Uranus, in Taurus, trines Nep- 
tune, in Virgo, shall come to reality the vision—the Dream of Universal Love. 

As a result of this transit, beginning in 1934 and ending in 1942, the world shall “go 
back to nature” and people shall once more become their natural and unaffected selves. 
It means the end of the platinum blondes, and of extremes in facial makeup. Walt 
Whitman, not only a universal poet but a Universal seer, saw the dawning of this 
Uranian Age when he wrote of strong tanned athletic nature-women, who certainly did 
not exist in his time. For Uranus in Taurus is Pan of the Greeks in operation—Pan of 
nature, the natural, that leads to the supernatural. 

Of course there will be occasions, as a result of this transit, especially under temporary 
afflictions from time to time, when people shall go to Uranian extremes and over-exalt the 
physical, the outer beauty of form, even as did ancient Greece. When such happens we 
must remember that every sign, like the proverbial canine, “has its day”. In Pisces, 
the soul was exalted; in Aries, the mind and intellect; now, in Taurus, shall be exalted 
the physical body and all natural impulses. 

Yet is not the outer but a symbol of the inner and is the body “one whit less” than 
the mind and soul? And does not the strength and safety of all three depend more upon 
the outer—the dwelling place, after which the other two are fashioned? 

Next month I shall endeavor to discuss the influence of Uranus in Taurus upon social, 
political and economic affairs, and how as a result of this transit the disintegration of 
unrestricted individualistic materialism, which is capitalism, shall give way to a New 
Order, which shall become a true Universal Order, embracing everyone.

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Many Mansions 
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Twelve Houses

In a previous article I referred to the cross 
formed by the axes of a horoscope—the four 
“angles” of the chart—as being a symbol- 
ical representation of the “form of the self.” 
What I meant, in more precise terms, was 
that the line of horizon and the line zenith- 
nadir at the first moment of independent ex- 
istence (first breath) constitute a symbol- 
ical frame-work for all operations of our 
individual being. Within and through this 
frame-work human nature operates in a par- 
ticular way which characterizes us as an in- 
dividual being. 

The two axes divide the chart into four 
quarters, traditionally called East-North, 
North-West, West-South, South-East quar- 
ters; these work out respectively the mean- 
ing of the Ascendant, the Imum Coeli (Na- 
dir), Descendant and Mid-Heaven. In as- 
trology every division of space or time car- 
ries the significance of its point of origin. 
So the FEast-North quarter (first three 
houses) carries out the significance of the 
Ascendant, the South-East quarter that of 
the Mid-Heaven, etc. 

I may repeat here for the sake of clarity 
that the two axes above-mentioned represent 
the structure of space, of the particular space 
of the new-born entity. They form his cross 
of incarnation. He is universal Life quar- 
tered in Space and thus taking form as a 
particular being. Each quarter is divided 
into three secondary “houses,” for each oper- 
ation of life is basically threefold, including 
action, reaction, and the result of both (either 
consciousness or disintegration) — also, self, 
not-self and the relation-between. The cross 
of particular selfhood for man _ generates 
four basic modes of being, four fundamental 
operations in the process of living. These, 
in terms of human psychology, can be des- 
cribed (using C. G. Jung’s nomenclature) ; 
Intuition, Feeling, Sensation, Thinking. Be- 
fore defining these terms in relation to our 
astrological problem let me add at once that 
if we were to center our attention upon; say, 
physiology instead of psychology, we would 
of’ course have to consider four different 
principles of operation. For each type of 
astrology there will be a series of four terms 
which will represent the four basic types of 
activities of the being at the particular level 
which is the field of that particular type of 
astrology. How these types of activities will 


be characterized in an individual chart will 
be found by considering the sign (and de- 
gree) of the zodiac placed at the four angles, 
and also the planets situated in the four 
angles, and also the planets situated in the 
four quarters. A further analysis will study 
the cusps of the secondary houses (all but 
the “angles”) and the position of the planets 
therein. This is of course the usual astro- 
logical procedure; but we shall present now 
a type of interpretation which will release 
meanings of unusual value for a psychologi- 
cal study. 

At first we must understand clearly the 
symbolical meaning of the two axes: line of 
horizon, and zenith-nadir line. The first 
represents, psychologically speaking, aware- 
ness and the irrational life-operations. The 
second stands for concrete experience and the 
rational activities of the psyche. 

Awareness is the primordial fact of any 
organized life; and it is very graphically 
represented by the horizon. Above the hori- 
zon is the visible world, everything that can 
be perceived by the senses. Below the hori- 
zon is the mysterious foundation from which 
life springs, from beyond which the sun 
rises. This obviously symbolizes the basic 
division of outer and inner life. As we fol- 
low the anti-clockwise motion when we deal 
with the space-quadrature and the houses, it 
becomes clear that the Ascendant must be 
taken as the point of origin of the hemi- 
sphere below the horizon, the inner world, 
the world of the ego. Thus the Ascendan 
will symbolize self-awareness, the “I am,” 
that which one knows oneself to be or that 
through which one comes to know oneself. 

On the other hand the Descendant will 
have to be taken as the seed of the hemi- 
sphere of the outer world, the world caus- 
ing our sensations, the world where we meet 
other living entities and we become related 
to them. It signifies therefore, primarily, 
awareness of others. 

One becomes aware of one’s own existence 
as an “I” by an interior process to which we 
shall give, following Jung, the name of in- 
tuition. Intuition is that faculty of awareness 
through which we experience directly inner 
facts. Whereas sensation is the result of an 
awareness of outer causes attributed to 
sense-impressions. A true sensation is not 
a mere impression but rather the result of 
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the combination of a sense-impression and 
of our particular sense of self. A photo- 
graphic plate receives impressions similar to 
those received by our retina; but the vis- 
ual sensations which correspond to these im- 
pressions contain, beside the latter, our own 
particular capacity to react to stimuli. All 
sensations involve therefore a _ relationship 
between object and subject. Thus sensation 
is truly ascribable to the Descendant, which, 
traditionally, rules over matters of relation- 
ship, partnership, marriage, etc. 

Through intuition we become aware of 
that which we essentially are. On the basis 
of that awareness “I am this and this——” 
we begin to pass immediate judgments on 
those changes which we experience within 
our psyche. We feel for or against these 
changes—spontaneously, instinctively. Thus 
a new mode of operation arises: feeling. 
Likewise from sensations and their correla- 
tions is born a new _ process: thinking. 
Thought is the result of sensation, just as 
feeling is the result of intuition. What was 
abstract as intuitive awareness becomes con- 
crete as feeling. What was vague, fugitive, 
impermanent as sensation, becomes establish- 
ed permanent (relatively) as thought. More 
than this, what was a mere matter of aware- 
ness becomes an actual concrete experience, 
having form and purpose—thus significance. 


Feeling involves experience and experience 
manifests either as feeling (if the basis of it 
is subjective) or as thought (if the basis of it 


is objective). To experience is not merely to 
receive an impression or be aware of some- 
thing. It is to go out into the thing (or the 
self) and establish the significance thereof, 
through feeling or through thinking. 

We have thus four basic modes of activity: 
intuition, feeling, sensation, thinking. Intui- 
tion and sensation are called by Jung “irra- 
tional”, because awareness, whether of self 
or of others, involves no rationalization. It 
is a direct fact of life. As impression is not 
rational of itself. It just is. We rationalize 
it. If itis an inner experience we pass im- 
mediate judgment upon it (at first) by feel- 
ing. Feeling is not rational in the same way 
as thinking is: yet both have a value as 
judgments on the basis of which we act sub- 
sequently as bestowers of significance. Thus 
we may call them rational because of the par- 
ticular operation in consciousness which they 
involve. We must emphasize however the 
fact that these terms are used according to 
their strict psychological sense, and not as 
cimmonly used in everyday language. 

If then we wish to interpret psychologi- 
cally a birth-chart in which we find Scorpio 
ascending, Taurus descending, Leo in the 
Mid-Heaven and Aquarius at the Jmum Coeli 
we will begin drawing our conclusions as fol- 
lows: The intuition operates on a Scorpio 
basis. The native will “find himself”, nat- 
urally, by using methods fitting the charac- 


teristics of Scorpio. These Scorpio charac- 
teristics will provide him with the best, be- 
cause to him most natural, path toward a full 
awareness of what he essentially is. Through 
sex, throush the use and control of life- en- 
ergies, through a steady release of power he 
will reach full self-awareness. The same 
type of reasoning would apply to the four 
angles. 

Our goal, in Harmonic Astrology, is to 
lead people to the fulfillment of their whole 
nature and being; fulfillment, correlation, in- 
tegration—and thus sublimation. What is nec- 
essary then is to enable the person whose 
chart is analyzed to do the things, which if 
his instinct had not been frustrated by family 
and society, he would have done in pure 
spontaneity. The sign (and degree) of the 
zodiac at the four angles indicate thus the 
natural path toward the fulfillment of the 
activity symbolized, the best way to function 
intuitively or through feelings or thoughts as 
the case may be. It represents what essen- 
tially is—but in many cases what has been 
obliterated by social and intellectual living; 
thus it indicates how to go, underneath the 
superficial and acquired characteristics, to 
the basic qualities which are really our own. 

The signs of the Zodiac provide us with a 
set of twelve characteristic life-substances, or 
qualities of being, or attitudes to life, as we 
may wish to consider them. Where they ap- 
pear in the frame-work of the self-hood of 
any particular person shows the qualities 
which are to be attributed congenitally to the 
various faculties and modes of activities of 
the person. They indicate, to use an orien- 
tal term, the dharma of this person. The 
dharma of the fire is to burn, of the tiger 
to be ferocious, of a man born with an ar- 
tistic nature to create, etc. Reading the an- 
gles of a chart is thus to read the total 
dharma of the native. 

This will be supplemented by an interpre- 
tation of the signs on the cusps of the other 
houses. The “succedent” houses (second, 
fifth, eighth, eleventh) signify the reaction to 
the action expressed in the “angular” houses 
(first, fourth, seventh, tenth). This can re- 
fer to either a positive or a negative reac- 
tion. If the reaction is positive, what is sig- 
nified in the “angular” house becomes consoli- 
dated and focalized by means of limitations 
and contrasts. If the first house means 
awareness of self, this awareness becomes 
consolidated by the limitations imposed upon 
it by past inheritance (physiological and 
psychical) ; or at a later stage, by possessions 
of all sorts. But if the reaction is negative 
then this inheritance or these possessions 
stifle the awareness of self, weigh upon the 
intuition of the “spiritual” I with all the m- 
ertia of materialism. 

Likewise the fifth house may either con- 
solidate the experiences and feelings repre- 
sented by the fourth house, as for instance 
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home (fourth house); or else its contents 
may mean the loss of the fourth house mat- 
ters, as pleasure and speculation may lead to 
the loss of the home. Too much pleasure 
and foolish self-assertion dulls the feelings; 
but teaching and art-expression enhance and 
focalize these feelings by forcing them to 
face and to give form to the materials in- 
volved (children or esthetic materials—fifth 
house). The same line of thought applies to 
the interpretation of the eighth house (con- 
solidation or loss of the power of relation- 
ship) and the eleventh house (consolidation 
or loss of professional and public life; 
friends or chimerical hopes which take one 
away from reality). 

With the “cadent” houses we face either 
the result of the loss implied in the succed- 
ent houses or the workings and expression of 
the psychological mode of operation (angu- 
lar) after it has been focalized (succedent). 
Thus the third house symbolizes matters 
dealing with the workings out of an inte- 
grated psycho-physiological inheritance. The 
substance of our body becomes really our 
own through the nervous system relating the 
abstract self to the racially inherited cells. 
These atavistic influences of the second 
house manifest in the third as brothers and 
sisters, or rather as our mode of relation 
to them. Every possible type of intimate 
connections (in one’s own body, or one’s 


family circle, or the area reached by small 


journeys) are here characterized. On the 
other hand, if the second house meant the 
loss of self in one’s atavistic nature (or in 
acquired possessions, in the latter cycles of 
life), then the third means neuroses, family 
jealousy, envy and perhaps insanity. 

In the sixth house we reap as service from 
others the consequences of a_ constructive 
fifth house, or else illness and the obliga- 
tion to serve others follow our wastefull- 
ness and self-indulgence in matters of self- 
expression, home education, etc. In the 
ninth house the loss of sensations or the 
power of relationship (death, bankruptcy, 
etc.) forces us to take a “long journey” over 
the border ... of our country or of this 
plane of existence. But if the house of re- 
lationship and marriage has proven positive, 
the new power we get from the consolida- 
tion of the opportunities accruing from hu- 
man contacts enables us to extend our oper- 
ations, whether through physical trips or 
mental expansion of consciousness. At the 
descendant we find the index of our power 
of sensation. Sensations focalized and con- 
solidated through the power that flows up- 
ward through the spine (Scorpio-Kundalini) 
become ultimately abstract thoughts and re- 
ligious at-one-ment with universal ideas 
(Sagittarius—ninth house). 

The twelfth house signifies negatively the 
vanishing of our social ideals and our hopes 
—self-questioning as to the meaning of life. 


The prison of our dreams and_ illusions 
keeps us confined until we emerge with a 
new vision, or are forced back unenlightened 
into a new cycle of bondage. Or else it 
signifies the closing chapter of a period well 
lived and the transition to a new birth at a 
higher level of self-hood whose foundations 
will have been our altruistic work for so- 
ciety and our friends, inspired as they were 
by noble and magnanimous ideals. 

In the next article we shall see how such 
a complete cycle of selfhood repeats itself 
every twenty-eight years, with an added mo- 
tion deduceable from the progression of the 
ascendant. But at present we must see 
briefly how the planets bring in a new type 
of meaning by their position in the four 
quarters of the birth-chart—and secondarily, 
in the lesser houses. 

We may consider the four quarters of 
space as the four departments of the psy- 
chological life, the zodiacal signs filling in 
these sections of space (and especially those 
at the cusps) as the type of materials to be 
dealt with in these departments—and also, by 
inference, the appropriate methods of deal- 
ing with them. Then the planets would rep- 
resent the agencies in charge of the depart- 
ment. If thus we find in a birth-chart most 
planets situated in the department of “feel- 
ings” (North-West quarter) we will know’ 
that the native is to be particularly busy with 
matters of feeling. The life-emphasis is on 
the nature of feelings—this, logically, because 
there is a special amount of work to be 
done in this department; from which it may 
follow, if the idea of reincarnation is valid, 
that too little work, or the wrong kind of 
work, was performed there in past lives. The 
signs of the zodiac on the cusp of the 
fourth house (and to a lesser extent on those 
of the fifth and sixth houses) will tell us 
the main characteristics and directives of this 
nature of feelings. The planets situated in 
this North-West quarter will indicate what 
types of psychological agencies are particu- 
larly active within this sphere of feelings. 

If Aries is at the cusp of the fourth house 
there will be a quality of outgoing impetuos- 
ity and of “origin-ality” in .the feelings. If 
moreover Venus is, say, in the fourth house, 
the end of every experience (Venus) will be 
largely a matter of what has been “felt” 
during the experience. An “emotion” will 
be the outstanding result of most experiences. 
Because Libra is of course to be found at 
the Mid-Heaven, symbolizing the thinking 
process, and Venus rules Libra, there will 
be, besides, an interaction of feelings and 
thinking which might well result in an ar- 
tistically creative nature—provided that other 
indications concur in warranting such a hy- 
pothesis. 

If, instead of Venus, Mars were in the 
fourth house, then the impulsive quality of 
the feelings would appear strongly enhanc- 
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ed. In the fifth house, the projection of the 
feelings would be the focal matter, and in 
the sixth house, the result (very likely the 
ill-effect upon the health and upon the work- 
ing conditions) of the projection of feelings 
—always remembering that we use the term 
“feeling” in a strict psychological sense, as 
previously defined, and not merely as used 
in the every-day language. 


It is easy to see that the possibilities of 
combinations of signs and planets in the 
various houses are tremendously large. Thus 
to say merely that Mars in the fourth house 
means this and that, is a most superficial 
statement. The analytical approach featured 
in ordinary books on astrology is obviously 
inadequate and at best a stepping stone on 
the way to a real perception of the signifi- 
cance of the chart as a whole. An. example 
may illustrate this never too strongly em- 
phasized point. 


Imagine a music-student taking the score 
of a Beethoven symphony and making a list 
of the notes he found in the scores and tab- 
ulating how many times he finds C, D, E, 
etc., in the first movement. How much would 
he know of the music itself? The notes 
constitute chords or melodies; these in turn 
are parts of larger systems of relationship 
called “tonalities’, which again fit into a 
structural-pattern, the “sonata-form”. All 
these levels of relationship have to be under- 
stood if the musical work is to be really 
grasped. Instrumentation, and even the 
general culture of the race at the time the 
symphony was composed, should also be 
taken into consideration. And even then, the 
student would have only a complete know!l- 
edge of the music. To experience this music 
to live it in terms of the man Beethoven, or 
of Man in general—this only would mean 
musical fulfillment. 


The same is true with regard to a birth- 
chart, for such is the life-“score” of a hu- 
man being. The planets, and other symbols 
derived from them, are the notes forming 
chords and melodies. The zodiac is, we 
might say, the tonality; the quadrature of 
space, the sonata-form. The life-score must 
be known as a harmonic whole. Nay more, 
it must be experienced as a life, if anything 
really valuable is to come out of the astro- 
logical interpretation,

The Economics of the Sex

Certainly Sex has an economic law. It 
is a simple four-step-code—the foundation 
of every career wherever its course may 
end: First, the Self; Second, the Non-Self, 
or Mate; Third, the Union; and Fourth, the 
Offspring or Thing created of it. In kab- 
balistic astrology the first law is Arcanum 
I Mercury, the second Arcanum II Virgo, 
the third Arcanum III Libra, and the 
fourth Arcanum IV Scorpio. Here we have 
the astrological key to the Genesis account 
of the creation of Man and Woman and 
also to the Immaculate Conception and the 
Only Begotten Son of the Union. Mer- 
cury, Hermes, Love, Desire, Will impreg- 
nating Virgo, Aphrodite, Wisdom, the Veil- 
ed Isis, Reaction, Surrender, and through 
harmonious Union and reciprocal Action 
(Libra or Isis Unveiled), bringing forth the 
Four-Fold Consciousness or Realization 
(Scorpio) of the God-like Image of the ul- 
timate human form, the Son of God. 

This is the technical foundation of what 
is to be a practical discussion of The Eco- 
nomics of Sex in the language of eveiy- 
day usage. 

Success in life, whatever may be your 
definition of it, finally is the degree of per- 
sonal satisfaction in achievement which the 
operation of these four laws has produced 
for you. Nowhere within the limits of so- 
cial science is there another standard of 
measurement that can be so easily applied 
to every one. On that account I will not 
be entangled in any of the moral, religious, 
spiritual, or esthetic arguments “about this, 
that, and about” Sex. here is a decidedly 
better approach. I prefer to fight it out on 
the ground of economics, the language of 
which needs no interpretation to any one. 
The dollars and cents of Sex—the econom- 
ics of Love is my theme. A state of men- 
tal rest about this baffling subject is the 
certain reward of persistent allegiance to 
_ a doctrine—though at first it may of- 
end. 

What is Sex? The answer to that must 
be right before anything said about it can 
be acceptable, for, naturally, unless one 
knows what he is talking about, nothing 
he can say would ring the bell of common- 
sense. The purist says it is the animal in 
men. Science disdains it as immaterial— 
@ spiritual or moral question with which its 
scalpel and microscope are not concerned. 
In between comes the psychologist who has 
forever damned his cult by doing but half 
‘a job. He is as barren as the others in 
diagnosing an effect without offering the 


slightest suggestion of a cure. In semi- 
hypnotic words he elaborates on Sex as the 
root of all evil, the source of everything 
neurotic, the cause of every mental disor- 
der, and finally charges eighty-five per cent 
of physical ailments to its abnormalities. 
And there he leaves the patient hanging by 
his thumbs. He may have cleaned out the 
spring, but it will soon be polluted again 
for the toxin that poisons it has not been 
found and treated. But the psychologist is 
half right in treating Sex as a mental thing 
for, in seeing it as a force behind conduct 
and action, he relates it to the mind from 
which all behavior originally comes. This 
glimpses the mental nature of sex but we 
are still far from a rational philosophy of 
its culture and control. 

Sex is neithet a spiritual nor a physical 
attribute. It is distinctly a reaction that 
takes place in the combining member of 
the trinity (Soul or Mind) when Spirit in- 
carnates (impregnates) in Matter. The 
Hermes and Aphrodite Union having as its 
Ideal the Divine Hermaphrodite or And- 
rogyne, incarnation is just one step further 
along the path of its attainment, hence the 
Soul member reacts immediately to the de- 
ficiency in equilibrium between its positive 
(spiritual) and its negative (physical) poles 
of its triune person. It is the driving con- 
sciousness of this deficiency in mental bal- 
ance that constitutes what we call the “Sex 
Urge.” Now since the underlying motive 
of life, whether conscious or instinctual, is 
the realization of four-square (Scorpio) 
success, the primary center on which its at- 
tainment depends is where the emphasis in 
training and education must be laid. The 
economic value of the control and direction 
of the Sex-Urge toward mental balance 
is now seen to be paramount to any other 
interest in life. Having an economic value, 
conscious or instinctual, gives assurance 
that it is never entirely uncontrolled or un- 
controllable, and that it is never debauched 
except through ignorance of its economic 
purpose, for which social education has 
only itself to blame. Youth can not be 
censured for blundering into error when 
it has not been taught this fundamental 
economics of life which, finally, is the root 
— of every department and division 
of it. 

Carrying conventional thought to the ex- 
treme of its benightedness and ignorance is 
its inception of Sex as animalism. This 
has a religious basis, for extreme religious 
fervor is nothing but sex reaction—the tug 
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of the physical against the spiritual. The 
balance of power, which finally determines 
its suppression or satisfaction, goes one 
way or the other with the tilting of the 
mind by its positive or negative pole— 
whichever is ascendent. And in the eco- 
nomics of this is the promise of disciplined 
sex-life, for “economics” is just another 
name for that great natural science of “Self- 
Preservation” under which every one is just 
as careful and frugal as he knows how to 
be. Thus the further we explore Sex the 
further we find it removed from animalism 
until we must conclude that that kingdom 
is the last to search for examples of its 
abuses. No volitional activity of the urge 
is to be observed there. The over-ruling 
intelligence of species rigidly enforces its 
mating in season in the interim to which 
the sex instinct is dormant. The animal- 
istic conception will, therefore, not be en- 
tertained for a moment after its identity 
with the religious urge is established to in- 
dividual satisfaction. We now have nothing 
else to study but its mental nature. 

When sex is studied as a mental thing 
we are down to earth with a rock founda- 
tion. Now what? Naturally we turn to its 
application or the exercise of its economic 
duty in life. The pocket-book and com- 


mon-sense loudly deny that. this study is 
entirely that of propagating young. This 


would be a direct assault on the self-pre- 
serving urges. The birth control move- 
ment and the steady increase in human in- 
telligence are rapidly showing up the jokers 
in orthodox teachings about the righteous- 
ness of human prolificacy. About the first 
of the 18th century Mathus, an English 
economist, demonstrated that the culture of 
a race was inverse to its growth in popu- 
lation. However, Church and State have 
seen to it that his doctrine never inter- 
fered seriously with the production of can- 
non-fodder and industrial slaves. The prin- 
ciple has never been more strikingly proved 
than in our own national history down to 
the moment—which, happily, time will re- 
verse. For never in historical times has 
the growth in population so far outstripped 
the advancement of racial culture. In view 
of this Sex must have a higher function, 
since the unlimited propagation of young 
can not be considered an economic process 
above the animal level, with which neither 
equality nor analogy can for a moment be 
entertained. In what way then does Sex 
become life’s most powerful economic 
force? 

We find the answer to this in another 
question: What is the Business of Life— 
of life at all levels? Maeterlinck has de- 
scribed it most beautifully in “The Blue- 
bird.” The whole business of life is 
Growth, growth in consciousness of one’s 
interior powers whereby the Bluebird of 
Happiness is found in the self-sufficiency of 


pure Individualism. But just how this 
search should be conducted has never been 
described in practical enough terms to yield 
a set of rules. Unhappily everyone gropes 
for it—falling into many ditches as he goes 
along. Since the self-sufficiency of pure 
individualism implies the neat balance of 
the positive and negative poles of mind 
which, in turn, rests on the keystone of sex- 
balance, the misery of life can only be 
charged to false doctrines about sex that 
have perverted its constructive force into 
one of self-destruction. | Confusion about 
just what is the Sex Urge and how it 
should be used has heretofore forfeited all 
hope of attaining the ends to which it was 
the means. Nevertheless human experience 
testifies that no state of happiness exceed- 
ing the bliss of the sex-union can be imag- 
ined, hence the sex-urge and happiness are 
inextricably bound together. 

Starting with this incontrovertible fact 
Sex can not be howled out of the universal 
search for this Blue Bird of happiness by 
any creed or dogma. The rhapsodies of 
Sex Harmonics most assuredly can not 
point the way to happiness in the opposite 
direction. Everyone who has _ inquired 
earnestly into it well knows what warped, 
embittered, neurotic, and fanatical lives 
have developed in those who have fought 
against it outside the pale of reason. When 
the constructive and destructive effects of 
happiness and misery are judged in terms 
of worldly success, Sex most gloriously 
demonstrates its economic worth. It stands 
forth unmistakably as the common denom- 
inator of success in the strictest materialis- 
tic sense, for we have no measures of it 
other than the economic markers of the so- 
ciological state to which the resources of 
our mind and body have lifted us. Every 
constructive act of human kind authen- 
ticates it as the open sesame to the wonder- 
land of happiness and testifies that it can 
not be less than the prime and fundamental 
(fund of mind) power that inspires and en- 
ergizes all human achievement. 

Consciously or not every act of sex is an 
effort toward the stabilization of mind. 
Within the limits of space promiscuity can 
not be discussed here more than to say that 
it is, in its deepest sense, the hungry grop- 
ing for its soul-mate. While innately hw 
man this hunger is so remote of satisfac- 
tion that such prodigal scattering of vital 
force yields an unfailing harvest of medio- 
crity, frustration, and failure. That single 
pointedness of purpose characteristic of the 
sharply focussed ambition is forfeited in the 
perpetual confusion of inner discontent. 
And the real aim of marriage is the effort 
to abate it. 

The world is ever ready to bet its money 
on the strongly organized mind which spins 
around a dominant purpose. But every 
such mind is governed by a sex-organiza- 
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tion of equal intensity of focus. It is either 
self-contained in its own male and female 
powers (as in strong characters who have 
never married) or it marries the opposite 
sex so that the twain will become one per- 
fect mind in the balanced blend of the male 
and the female. The success of marriage 
and of the ensuing union of effort depend 
on how close to the ideal this is achieved. 
The explanation is simple: 

Every mind is a_ self-contained power 
plant that provides the energy for getting 
about and doing things. From this source 
the body gets every bit of its “animation.” 
This power plant operates exactly like an 
electric generator: The positive impulses 
of Inspiration (the Spirit of Life) act re- 
ciprocally with the negative impulses of 
Sensation (its Body or mundane contact) 
in the mind-stuff of these twin souls. The 
force which we call “thought” is the prod- 
uct of the mind’s rotation about some prop- 
osition or other under th eexcitement of 
these impulses. Evidence of this is in the 
“Yes” and “No” extremes of thought which 
causes the mind to turn about an idea or 
conception in the process of making a de- 
cision. Paradoxically the “Yes” is negative 
because it receives or yields, and therefore 
is feminine. The “No” is positive and mas- 
culine because it proposes or demands. 
The available power of every mind depends 
therefore on the degree of harmony pre- 
vailing in the interaction of the component 
members of the Trinity—Spirit, Soul, and 
Body. Sex is the means and marriage is 
the supreme effort to perfect it. 

The radio station perfectly illustrates the 
mechanics of sex-generation of mind-power. 
Imagine its two towers within the brain, its 
antennae consisting of the whole nervous 
system. These poles may in fact be the 
pineal and pituitary glands for all we now 
know. But we do know that the masculine 
body exemplifies the positive and the fem- 
inine form is true to the negative, the one 
giving and the other receiving. The pri- 
mary effort, however is naturally to live 
alone—sufficient unto self, but the interior 
sex-deficiency of the bi-sexual nature for- 
bids. For interiorly every man has a fe- 
male counterpart, his ideal or soul-mate, 
and every woman carries in her heart her 
male. counterpart, her ideal or soul- mate. 
Deficiency of the interior sex sends each in 
search of its compensation. Finally the 
two human stations effect a “hook-up” 
through the experiment of union or mar- 
pee. And here is where it succeeds or 
ails: 

Thought doesn’t travel directly between 
the two radio towers or poles in the brain. 
Its impulses oscillate over a circuit through 
opposite poles in the sex gland, called in 
Yoga philosophy the Kundalini or Serpent 
Coil. (This significance of the Serpent as 
the universal symbol of wisdom or per- 


fected thought relates directly to its attain- 
ment through the sex-function.) The 
strength of mind to be developed over this 
circuit is obviously limited to the strength 
of its weakest pole because mental activity 
is confined to strict reciprocality: The 
stronger can not send more than the weak- 
er can receive. It is the correction of this 
deficiency of the weaker that calls into play 
the finest side of the Sex-Urge. The man 
and the woman each want of what the 
other has in excess. If harmoniously tuned 
to each other, if the hook-up is good ana 
resistance absent, the highest order of 
earthly happiness and success is certain to 
be attained. The lines of communication in 
the union insure the most perfect blending 
of their heart’s desires, and power for their 
realization is multiplied without end. 

Naturally such a conception absolutely 
prohibits any sort of success for the union 
of antagonistic minds. If they want widely 
different things, have conflicting ambitions, 
contrary ideals, and different levers of as- 
piration, marriage between them is a crime 
against their self-hood. Mutual self-de- 
struction is inevitable, for how could they 
expect to find in each other the needed help 
to realize different conceptions of happiness 
when compelled to travel different paths. 
In this is the explanation of the terribly 
small average of happy marriages: Conflict- 
ing desires wreck them. 

To show how deeply hidden are the reefs 
of mental incompatibility from which so 
few escape I will sketch the turning points 
in the lives of two great captains of mod- 
ern industry, one of whose careers was 
saved miraculously, and the other who 
sank: Henry Ford and William E. Corey. 

The crisis came in the life of Mr. Ford 
while he was chief engineer for the Detroit 
Edison Company. The moment he had 
swallowed his supper out in the woodshed 
he went to work into the small hours on 
his engine—the engine that afterwards act- 
ually founded the Ford Motor Company. 
Mrs. Ford was then in the way of becom- 
ing the mother of son Edsel. Discourage- 
ment, loneliness, sense of neglect, possibly 
the pinch of want because of the appetite 
of the engine for the family funds, ate 
deeper and deeper into her soul. Finally 
in a mood of infinite dispair she said, 
“Henry, I’ve got to go home.” That meant 
going back to the farm and literally the 
end of the world for him. Nevertheless he 
said “all right, we will go.” None can 
imagine the agony which that decision must 
have cost him. But in the night her for- 
titude and faith returned, and the colossal 
industrial empire of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany was the reward of it. 

The late William E. Corey rose to the 
presidency of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration at the age of 37. Mary Cook, 
the daughter of a Braddock miner, was his 
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marriage partner during his meteoric rise 
to the heights of wealth and power. Three 
years later he cast her off with Reno pro- 
ceedings that did not make a pretty story. 
Quoting his recent obituary: “The follow- 
ing May (1907) Mr. Corey caused an al- 
most world-wide sensation by marrying 
Mabelle Gilman, musical comedv star.” In 
1911 Mr. Corey retired from the great po- 
sition to which he had risen but a few years 
before, and has since been a “forgotten 
man.” At the early age of 45 his sun be- 
gan to set. Whose is the fault? Under 
the universal law that a woman can mother 
into a man any image she conceives of him, 
the judgment must be that Mark Cook fail- 
ed to keep up with him. She wouldn’t ex- 
ert herself to live the part of the wife of 
such a man. In the language of the day 
“she could not take it” as did Mrs. Ford. 
In the due process of Growth she had to 
go although the wreckage of his career was 
none the less complete whoever was to 
blame. The mental disorganization and 
emotional chaos that resulted cost him his 
grip and a career of limitless possibilities. 

The basical factor in the power-for-suc- 
cess in marriage is the complete surrender 
of the wife to her husband’s career. She 
can never sin through excess of sympathy 
with his ambitions. In nothing else is the 
complete union of two heads more import- 
ant. If she is sold on him to the com- 
plete forgetfulness of any contrary purpose 
they will be truly conquerors in the world 
of economic and material affairs, achieving 
at the same time the highest sort of hap- 
piness in the spiritual. Their union will 
develop all needed power to carry them to 
the pinnacle of their aspirations. If she 
isn’t sold on him nothing in the way of ad- 
versity is too great a penalty to be exacted 


for the error of her course. The rigor of 
this may appear unfair, but not so when 
the true function of woman is recognized 
and accepted. Her part in the developing 
of mental balance through marriage is the 
negative, responsive, and receptive one of 
a reagent. Her business is to fructify the 
positive, ambitious, aspirational energies of 
her masculine consort. To that she pledges 
complete surrender. She pledges to mother 
his Ideals as well as his physical children. 
And that is the supreme economics of sex- 
power for success. 

It would be surprising indeed if this did 
not leave you hanging on the question that 
however logical the theory, however sound 
the philosophy, or however good the story, 
“What are you going to do about it?” 

The answer is that all the problems that 
have arisen in connection with the develop- 
mnet of mental balance through the sex 
life can be worked out with astrology. In 
fact it is the only means available whereby 
inharmonious marriages may be adjusted 
and harmonious ones planned. Nothing 
else affords such truly scientific indices of 
types and temperaments which should and 
should not marry as the case records of the 
conscientious astrologer. 

Marriage without astrological guidance is 
only for those who care not how they 
gamble with life—with their own or their 
surviving race whose fate is in the hands 
of the offspring of such psychological 
promiscuity. 

In a future article I will discuss SUC- 
CESS PSYCHOLOGY AND SEX from 
the astrological viewpoint, showing the 
mechanistic principles that govern the ex- 
change of psychological forces between 
combining life charts.

Discusses Astrology 


Correspondence with Wm. J. Tucker

Dear Doctor: 


I have spent several days this week in the 
British Museum Library studying the works 
of Monsieur P. Choisnard. 

His book, “La Methods Statistique et le bon 
sens en Astrologie Scientifique,” consists in 
the main arguments advanced by him in 
favour of statistical methods of research, and 
I must say at once that I am not particularly 
impressed by the arguments. 

For instance, he states: “Comme toujours, 
en matiere de discussion scientifique, il faut 
aller droit au but et se rappler que l’argument 
experimental est la seule aime a admettre. II 
faut done exactment s’entendre sur ce qu’on 
veut dire et prouver: or le fait de m’objecter 
a propos de 100 individua je suppose que j’ai 
classes en un seul groupe comme etant douss 
de facultes superisures,”’ qu’il s’en trouve 25 
qui ne devraient pas y figurer, ne saurait en 
rien infirmer ma statistique el la loi d’en- 
semble revelea par elle, a supposer meme que 
la critique fut fondes. Puisqu’en effect la dis- 
tinction des frequences a etre faite malgre ces 
25 arreurs d’attribution, ces erreurs auront 
simplement pour effect, nous l’avons vu, de 
rapprocher la frequence speciale de la frequ- 
ence generale a lui omparer. Et cela de la 
meme facon que l’adjonction de 25 verres 
deau dan un fut d’alcohol diminuera le degre 
alcoolique du melange et la rapprochera de 
zero sans pour cela atteindre cette limits. 

“Si le tecteur ne saisit pas cette verite es- 
sentielle de la methods statistique il lui est 
inutils de poursuivre la discussion.” 

Personally I have my grave objections to 

e against the employment of this form of 
Statistic. 

Let us, for the moment accept the premise 
that Mars trine Neptune is a sign of genius. 
Now it will not be a matter of very grave 
difficulty for me to produce the horoscope of 
1,000 quite ordinary people—all born at a time 
when Mars was trining Neptune. The statis- 
tics would then show 100 per cent and the fact 
of Mars trine Neptune being a sign of genius 
would be quite ruled out of the question (er- 
roneously, as it happens.) On the other hand, 
if the statistics took into consideration the 


horoscopes of the total population of a coun- 
try, it is probable we should find 5% with 
Mars trine Neptune. In any case, (assuming 
that the births are evenly distributed through- 
out the zodiac), it would be a simple matter 
to calculate the approximate number of per- 
sons who were born during a year when Mars 
was trining Neptune. 

Then again it appears to be absurd to com- 
pare 1,000 horoscopes of ordinary people with 
1,000 horoscopes of celebrities, because in the 
case of the celebrities one is strictly limited 
by number as to choice. That is to say, one 
could perhaps collect 1,000 horoscopes of ce- 
lebrities but certainly not a second thousand. 
And who is to say that the tale that statistics 
would have to tell concerning that second 
thousand would not be a revelation? 

Thirdly, it is difficult for me to see the 
value of the results obtained. At the best, 
it is founded upon the law of chances (loi de 
probabilites) ; and that, to my mind, is no law 
at all. 

As an argument against extended statistics, 
Choisnard says: “Mais ou s’arreter, diront 
quelques esprits inquiest, dans |’introduction 
des mathematiques sur la terrain de la statisti- 
que? N’allons-nous pas onus perdre dans les 
calculs? La reponse est bein simple puisqu’i 
ne s’agit que d’bons sens precise par le calcul 
et developpe aussi loin qu’on puet, les mathe- 
matiques n’ont plus de role a jouer (au moins 
provisoiroment) des qu’on est incapable d’en 
prouver Vutilite preciser le bon sens. Car alors 
elles n’eclarent plus la raison elles l’obcur 
cissent. 

“Il est donc necessaire, dans la methods 
statistique, d’avoir sans cesse cette verite pre- 
sente a l’esprit. L’important ici n’est pas, en 
effect, de multiplier et d’entendre les statisti- 
ques en les bourrant de calculs avec complica- 
tions graphiques ou numeriques, mais d’en 
montrer la signification exacte et la valeur 
sans jamais perdre le fil des indees qu’elles 
soutiennent en face du but vise. C'est I’ oubli 
se cette verite qui a conduit a envisager la 
statistique comme une ‘methode a part,’ alors 
qu'elle devrait etre a la base de tous nos 
jugements valables en science.” 

He betrays a keen desire to keep his ob- 
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jective clear before his eyes and not to become 
lost in a maze of figures and calculations. He 
knows what he is looking for and means to 
do his best to find it. But it should be clear 
from the objective set forth above that his 
ultimate findings are bound to be fallacious. 

The following passage from Choisnard is 
parallel to the statistical scheme suggested by 
you in an earlier letter: 

“L’aspect sextil du Soleil avec la Lune est 
un, indice de celebrite parcs qu’on peut verifier 
que cette frequence qui de ete trouvee egale 
a 5.5 p. 100 environ chez un millier de gens 
quelquonques, est voisins de 12 p. 100 chez 
des gens celebres (sur pres de mille cas egal- 
ment). Cet ecart de frequences du meme fac- 
teur (‘Soleil-sextil-Lune) entre deux categories 
d’individus prouve une loi de correspondance 
astrale, car si cette correspondance n’existait 
pas it est bien evident que la frequence du 
facteur n’aurait aucune’ raison de changer 
pour n’importe quelle categgrie de naissances.” 

The case you suggested was that if statistics 
were taken of the horoscopes of 1000 famous 
generals and the result showed a substantially 
higher value to the number born under the 
sign of Aries than could be accounted for on 
the law of averages (assuming that the births 
are evenly distributed), that result would 
comprise a proof that there are a definite 
connection, between the sign Aries and soldier- 
ship. 

My case is that such statistics would afford 
no proof at all and therefore valueless. That 
what is suggested is, in fact, an attempt to 
prove an invalid generalization. 

Let us pause to consider the every basic fact 
which is that Astrology is primarily concerned 
with certain psychological factors. 

In the case of 1,000 famous generals, as a 
psychologist I ask myself what was the im- 
pelling motives in the cases of each of these 
men for joining the army? It will certainly 
be found that the motive for each case was 
different. Some joined the army because it 
was considered “the thing.” Others, not be- 
cause they yearned for battle but because the 
tradition of their family was set in the army. 
Others joined as a result of emotional dis- 
turbances. Others because they yearned for 
an active eventful life; (those, true Aries 
types, compare the smell of powder to the 
breath of life, and assert that thrills are the 
spice of existence.) Others joined because 
they had nothing better to do. 

Obviously there is more vital information 
to be gained from the form above of analysis 
than all the statistics in the world obtained 
from misleading assumptions. How valueless 
would be the result if, for instance, each of 
the 1,000 cases under consideration, were found 
to have joined the army merely because his 
father before him had been an army officer. 

Reverting to the case of Mars-trine-Nep- 
tune (which I certainly believe does confer 


genius), is it not better to devote one’s atten- 
tion to the object of determining in, what pre. 
cise way this particular influence does effect 
the psychology, and why it should be latent 
in some, yet active in others, rather than the 
vain endeavour of proving what percentage of 
celebrities men born under this configuration? 
A science based upon the Law of Chances 
would certainly fail to convince me. It 
would only succeed in convincing me of our 
essential ignorance of the factors involved. 


In the words of Caird: “The first occasion 
of science always lies in some collision of 
appearances with each other in our first syn- 
thesis of them. And the only way of escape 
from the doubt and difficulty thus produced 
has always been to discover the principle im- 
plied in each synthesis, and to develop it into 
a system of relation which might serve asa 
guide in all particular judgments in relation 
to the class of objects which fell under that 
principle. Each science is thus the develop- 
ment of some general principle.” 

With regard to Astrology—that is what I 
have to continually concern myself with: the 
discovery of first principles. To be at all 
valid, and effect must always, be produced 
whenever a cause is present; and for proof 
of essential premises we must turn to the sci- 
ence of psychology. In the case of Mars 
trine-Neptune, for instance, psychological tests 
must (and can) be devised for proving the 
possession of the latent talents conferred by 
this particular configuration. Then, if the 
same tests fail to produce results when applied 
to a person or persons not influenced by the 
configuration in question the case may be held 
proved. 

At this point—in order to obviate misunder- 
standing—it is advisable to make quite clear 
the fact that I am not attacking the principle 
of the application of statistics to astrological 
research. Indeed, it would be difficult to make 
such progress without their aid. Neither am 
I attacking the principles set forth in your 
argument bearing upon the connection with 
Aries and soldiership, for you yourself made 
the necessary reservations. But what I am 
endeavoring to show is that the assumptions 
made, from which data is to be called for 
statistical information, are invalid. 

Such is the basis of my criticism of Chois- 
nard’s work. I am in agreement with most 
of his arguments appertaining to the use of 
statistics; but I disagree with everyone of his 
assumptions shown in his practical examples. 

For instance, he shows us a graph—the re 
sult of statistical investigation of the rising 
signs of a number of celebrities endowed with 
superior faculties. This is his chief practical 
demonstration and the obvious assumption 
that to be endowed with a superior grade 0 
mentality one must be born with an air sign 
rising. (Admitted that both his graph 
his explanation do not rule out of the ques 
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tion the fact that certain thinkers are born 
with other than air-signs rising—yet above is 
the obvious inference.) 


Now this question of the rising sign is, as a 
matter of fact, the veriest bunk. Very few 
celebrities know with any degree of certainty 
the time of their birth. In a large number of 
cases, indeed, even the actual birth-data is in 
grave doubt. And, if the publication “1001 
Notable Nativities” be closely examined, it will 
be noted that the majority are speculative 
horoscopes. So what reliance can be placed 
upon the rising sign? 

The next objection to the rising sign con- 
cerns the point of reference. The oldest 
known system is that of Porphyry (which ig- 
nores the question horizon and fixes as rising 
degree the point in the heavens situated 90 de- 
grees east of the M. C.) and is the system 
which TI have consistently adopted in all my 
work from the very beginning. Modern as- 
trology looks very scientific and imposing, is 
nevertheless very unscientific in reality. 

Again, my investigations are causing me to 
doubt more and more the reality of the As- 
cendant as a vital influencing factor. 


But this statement if pursued, will lead me 
much further than I wish to go in the present 
letter (which is already overlong), so I will 
abandon this aspect of the subject for the time 
being. 

However, I think you will agree, that, until 
the vexed question of what constitutes the true 
rising degree (and until the vital importance 
of the Ascendant has been definitely estab- 
lished), it is a sheer waste of time to attempt 
statistical methods in such dubious data. 


In the case of the Aries-soldiership assump- 
tion, it would appear to me probable that. sta- 
tistics would reveal Jess than 8.3% Aries sub- 
jects from a given 1,000 horoscopes of famous 
generals. Personally I would prefer to take 
1,000 persons from the rank and file as sub- 
jects for my investigations. But, founded 
upon such shifting sands, I again ask: what 
value as proofs could the final results (how- 
ever favorable to the cause of Astrology) pos- 
sibly have? 


Before I close my letter, I would like to 
bring a further important point before your 
attention. This point deals with the aspects 
of planets. Astrologers talk of Mars conjunc- 
tion Neptune, for instance, as representing 
some quite definite influence irrespective of its 
position in the zodiac; and Monsieur Chois- 
nard—who obviously falls into this trap des- 
pite his remark to the affect that planets must 
be investigated according to sign position falls 
into line with their assumption in his statis- 
tical work, 

Now my hypothesis concerning the physical 
operation of the sun, moon, and stars upon 
human beings by means of electro-magentic 
effects immediately invalidates such an assump- 
tion. It is but an hypothesis, of course, and 


will remain so until definite proof (which can 
be obtained by any investigator working inde- 
pendently) thas been established. But the ad- 
vances I have recently made and the results 
I am obtaining are certainly encouraging. And 
if this hypothesis be valid, the Mars conjunc- 
tion Neptune produces a totally different effect 
when it takes place in Aries than when it takes 
place in Taurus. Hence, at least twelve affects 
of Mars conjunction Neptune are possible— 
and statistics based solely upon the fact of 
Mars conjunction Neptune regardless of its 
position would be totally misleading. 

Mars trine Neptune is of course, capable of 
a wider variegation of effects—as is perfectly 
obvious. 

I would greatly appreciate your views upon 
these matters as they are of vital importance 
and are calculated to result to our mustual 
advantage.

Dear Mr. Tucker: 


It is really very good of you indeed to 
write to me regarding the astrological writings 
of M. Choisnard. I remember mentioning his 
name to you some time ago and I am very 
much interested in getting the opinion of an 
experienced astrologer on this methods. 

I fully appreciate the strictures which you 
pass on his methods. The application of the 
theory of probability in any branch of science 
is a very delicate matter. I have had some 
experience of this as my Doctorate Thesis was 
on the subject of Mathematical Probability. 
The knowledge of the subject has in the last 
few years increased by leaps and bounds and it 
is possible at the date at which he wrote, M. 
Choisnard was not fully aware of the logical 
pitfalls which abound in this region. 

Despite his failure, however, I cannot help 
thinking that there must be some field for sta- 
tistical research in Astrology. That there is 
already some work being done I know, but it 
must be very small in quantity for I have sel- 
dom or never seen tabulated results or any 
discussion of the correlation of these results. 
But much as I should like to pursue these mat- 
ters I am afraid I shall have to put them aside 
for a time as I have just signed a contract for 
my new book and will be exceedingly busy for 
a good many months to come. 

To refer to one remark you make. You say 
“a science based on te Laws of Chances would 
certainly fail to convince me.” Surely this is 
a little too sweeping. In the practical world for 
example the whole theory of Insurance, Life 
Annuities, the modern theory of heat, the con- 
struction of telephone exchanges, the Mende- 
lian theory of inheritance, the study of Popu- 
lation Statistics, Blood Testing, Sampling of 
Ores, etc. are all based on the Theory of 
Probability and are none the less valid for 
that.

PERSONAL FORECAST 


Question: Will you please explain why 
things which are forecasted for my birth 
sign in your daily and weekly guide do not 
always happen as predicted? 

Answer: It is possible that the difficulties 
you have experienced in interpreting the daily 
guide in AMERICAN ASTROLOGY may be due to 
a slight mis-conception of the true purpose of 
this guide and the purpose of Astrology in 
general—a lack of proper understanding of 
just what may be accomplished with such a 
service. 

In the first place you should clearly under- 
stand that Astrology is not primarily a pre- 
dictive science. When an event is indicated 
as likely to occur it must be understood that 
this is merely within the range of probabil- 
ity. In the last analysis the horoscope must 


be interpreted in the terms of individual cir- 


cumstances and envitonment. For instance, 
it might be indicated in the guide for Aries 
(your birth sign) that in a given month a 
journey was probable and it might be stated 
that the configurations were favorable or un- 
unfavorable for traveling. Now we know 
that not all Aries people are so situated that 
they can travel and there may be some who 
rarely travel if at all. Therefore this basic 
tendency would work out in some other way 
in that instance. 

You must understand that the purpose of 
this magazine service is not to tell you what is 
going to happen to you during the month, it 
is rather for the purpose of advising you as 
to the general conditions around you at any 
time so that from a knowledge of these con- 
ditions you may personally make wise de- 
cisions regarding your affairs. 

I cannot hope to have a personal knowledge 
of the personal circumstances of everyone 
who reads this magazine. Each individual 
must interpret the guide in the terms of his 
own personal circumstances. Venus may in- 
dicate a love affair for an Aries person dur- 
ing the current month but in the case of a 
person who is already married this would 
obviously be out of the question. This influ- 
ence would then manifest purely through the 
social activities of the individual and as Venus 
also brings good fortune financially it might 
manifest through business affairs.

PLUTO 


Question: Please tell me when Pluto en- 
tered Cancer, how many years does he re- 
main in each sign? 

Answer: Pluto first entered Cancer, dur- 
ing the present cycle, August, 1912. But, ret- 
rograded almost immediately back into Ge- 
mini, reentered Cancer in July 1913, remain- 
ing therein six months. Again retrograded 
oA Gemini and finally reentered Cancer June 
1914. 

Pluto will leave Cancer, enter Leo, Octo- 
ber 1937, remaining therein two months, it 
re-enters Leo again in August 1938 and finally 
in July 1939 completes its present transit 
through Cancer. 

It may be seen from the above that Pluto, 
remains in one sign approximately 25 years. 
RELIGION 
Question: You mention in AMERICAN 
AstroLocy that the 23rd degree of Aquarius 
governs religion due to the different degrees 
covering different phases of the sign. Could 
you give us a little article on these “De- 

gree Meanings”? 

Answer: Research has established the 
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fact that the 20th. degree of Aquarius is as- 
sociated with religion. This seems to be fair- 
ly well substantiated. 

A very complete explanation of these de- 
gree areas will be found in “An Encyclo- 
pedia of Psychological Astrology” by Charles 
E. O. Carter. This book may be obtained 
from any astrological supply house. 


SATURN 


Question: Some time write something on 
Saturn chasing the progressed Moon. I have 
been unable to find much on the subject. 

Answer: As a matter of fact Saturn does 
not chase the Moon, it is the Moon that 
chases Saturn. The cycle of the progressed 
Moon is approximately 27 years, whereas that 
of Saturn is approximately 29 years, with the 
result therefore, that while the progressed 
Moon and transiting Saturn move at very 
nearly the same rate around the horoscope, 
yet the Moon gains slightly on Saturn as the 
years go by. 

The Moon may be accepted as the “Mother 
of Necessity’—the “Sower of Seed.” The 
Moon in its progression around the chart 
sows the seed of future events. Saturn “The 
Reaper,” symbol of “Necessity” (which is 
Mother of Invention), comes along and reaps 
the harvest. 

Saturn symbolizes the principle of crystal- 
lization in nature, in fact we might con- 
sider Saturn the “Catalytic Agent” of the 
horoscope; he does not change the compound, 
that is to say, he does not make the planet 
he contacts better or worse, he merely crystal- 
lizes what is there. 

Question: If Saturn is retrograde while 
forming a good aspect would this tend to 
lessen the good effects of the aspect? 

If Saturn is retrograde while forming a 
square the nature of the planet would this 
lessen or increase the evil effect of the square. 

Answer: I do not consider the fact of the 
planet being retrograde as changing the na- 
ture, quality or power of the aspect but as 
rather delaying the manifestation thereof— 
postponing the objective effect which would 
then manifest at a later date when the aspect 
is completed. 

Question: Why is it such an _ unusual 
thing to have Saturn within a few degrees 
of the ascendant at birth? I was born Feb- 
tuary 16, 1903 at 5 A. M. in Brooklyn, New 
York and find a conjunction of Mercury and 
Saturn within one degree of my ascendant. 
How should this affect a person? 

Answer: I see no reason why it should 
be unusual for a person to be born with Sat- 

‘urn on the ascendant. I am aware of the 
fact that some astrologers claim that a child 
born when Saturn is rising cannot live. How- 
ever, it appears that you are alive. I can un- 
derstand that such a configuration might delay 
birth or the birth might involve certain more 
or less serious difficulties and probably, un-

usual hazards, to both the mother and the 
child, but I think much depends on the aspects 
which Saturn receives from other planets at 
the time. 

The effect of Saturn conjunction Mercury 
would probably be principally mental tending 
to a very serious mind and capacity for pro- 
found thought also for work calling for great 
powers of concentration and close attention 
to detail and at times this might incline to 
acute depression when this natal conjunction 
might be afflicted by progression or by trans- 
it. Of course with the conjunction on your as- 
cendant the effects would be more purely per- 
sonal and less a question of environment, 
therefore more completely under your per- 
sonal control and more easily directed to con- 
structive purposes. 

Question: How often does Saturn transit 
Aquarius? 

Answer: The cycle of Saturn is approxi- 
mately 29 years, that is to say Saturn requires 
29 years in which to make a complete circuit 
of the zodiac. Therefore it will transit any 
one sign only once during that period. 

The last transit of Saturn through Aquarius 
commenced in January, 1903, and ended in Jan- 
uary 1906. The present transit commenced in 
November 1932 and will end in February 1935. 


‘ STOCK MARKET 


Question: Does the Moon through con- 
trolling the force of gravity cause the rise 
and fall of the Market? What books deal 
entirely with Astrology in relation to the 
Stock Market? 

Answer: So far as I have noticed the 
Market does not appear to react consistently 
with the changing Moon; however, your query 
may contain a valuable suggestion as indicat- 
ing a fruitful line for research. 

The best book that I know of that deals 
with the application of Astrology to Market 
cycles, is that mentioned on page 22 of the 
January issue of AMERICAN AstrRoLocy. Apart 
from that, the only suggestion. that I can 
offer is, that you tackle the problem from a 
statistical point of view and by a careful com- 
pilation of statistics, with such suggestions as 
you may derive from writers on the subject, 
you may arrive at a workable basis. Mutich de- 
pends upon the rulership of various com- 
modities. 

Question: Please notify me if you know 
where I can purchase a book concerning the 
forecast of future markets—the future cycles 
—through the signs of the Zodiac? 


Answer: The best book and most reliable 
that I know of on this subject is that men- 
tioned on page 22 of the January issue of 1932 
“Planetary Effects and Stock Market Prices” 
by James Mars Langhamy which contains in- 
dications for 1933, 1934, 1935 and may be pur- 
chased from D. G. Nelson, 741 N. Dearborn 
The price is $5.00. 
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URANUS 

Question: Is it correct that a person born 
Sept. 5th, 1892 is approaching an opposition 
of the transiting Uranus to his natal 
Uranus? 

Would you please give me the exact time 
of this opposition and what its probable ef- 
forts might be? 

Does the retrograding Uranus intensify 
this aspect? 

Answer: Greenwich Noon, Sept. 5th, 1892 
the position of Uranus was 3/22 Scorpio. 
The transiting Uranus will oppose this point 
three times within the next two years. First 
on May 27th, 1935, again by retrograde mo- 
tion on October 31st, 1935 and again by di- 
rect motion in March, 1936. 

I would judge that in this case the effect 
might be principally financial. Therefore, 
during the next couple of years, it would 
be advisable for the native of this chart to 
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be more than ordinarily conservative in his 
business affairs. 

This may also have an indirect influence 
upon the Department governing Health and 
Employment. The native is warned there- 
by to avoid hazardous undertakings and un- 
necessary risks. 

I do not believe that Uranus retrograde 
necessarily intensifies the influence, but it 
does prolong it. 


VENUS 


Question: Would best results be obtained 
by trimming store windows on harmonious 


Venus days? 

Answer: Undoubtedly this would be 
true, although I would think for best results 
the natal Venus of the person doing the trim- 
ming should also be well configurated and in 
my opinion this would be of primary impor- 


tance.

Note:—The following forecast is a translation from 
Urdu (Hindustani) of the monthly forecasst according 
to the rules of Hindu Astrology as given im the 
Mashur-t-Alam Jantry (World Rencwned Almanac) 
published annually at Lahore, India, by Girdhari Lal, 
Hindu astrologer. 


I. MIRROR OF THE EARTH 


1. The planetary aspects at the beginning 
of the Hindu month are rather peculiar, 
judging from all the angles involved. It is 
highly probable that the average prices of 
grains in general and wheat in particular 
will remain unsteady and constantly fluc- 
tuating. The indications are that the level 
of prices of foodstuffs will be higher in the 
latter part of the month than it was in the 
last month. Fresh vegetables and greens 
will be in active demand during the first 
part of the month, their demand falling off 
suddenly for a brief period around the 16th 
and 17th. Milk, butter and dairy products 
in general, will be lower in price tempor- 
arily. Linseed, and commercial oils will 
tend to be rather higher during the 
greater part of this month than they were 
a few weeks back. Sugar, honey and con- 
fectionery in general will be more in de- 
mand and so higher in prices and white 
metals will grow in popularity and more 
general usage and enjoy steadily rising 
prices. Gold and platinum will continue to 
dominate the precious metal field for quite 
some time yet. Wood, coal, forage and 
heavy fuel oils will go up in prices. Lum- 
bermen will have difficulty in getting a fair- 
er price for their products, due mainly to a 
slackening in the furniture factories and 
building trade. Perfumers and cosmetic 
manufacturers will enjoy a brisk business. 
There will be quite some abnormalities in 
the fruit and produce markets. 

Many contagious diseases will pre- 
vail; people will suffer from such ailments 
as indigestion, side pains, nervousness, 
mouth and vocal troubles. Many women 
about to have children will have serious 
complications. There will be more deaths 
than births. People will be restless and ex- 
cited about their future affairs. Many viol- 
ent and spasmodic uprisings will take place. 


II. MIRROR OF THE SKY 


1. This month will be rather cloudy. 
There will be less rains than expected or 
desired. It will be unusually hot. There 
will be strong winds on July Ist and 2nd, 
clouds on 4th, 5th, and 6th, windy on the 
10th, 11th, and 15th, followed by some 
showers and rain; thunder and lightning on 
the 16th and 17th. Some rain on the 19th, 
20th and 21st, cloudy on the 24th; rather 
unusual weather for this time of the year, 
around the 26th and 27th; some rain on the 
29th. 

2. If it rains on the night of July 3rd, 
then the prices of grains in general will 
tend to go down. If it is cloudy on July 
5th and also lightning, then we should ex- 
pect a fair amount of rain and also cheaper 
grains. If on July 15th south wind blows 
then we should expect much rain in Sep- 
tember; but if there is rain on that day 
then we may not have any rain to speak 
about in the month of September. If the 
west wind blows on July 16th and also the 
rainbow is visible in the sky after the rain, 
then the grains will go higher in prices in 
October. If it rains on July 21st, then 
grains will be cheaper. If it is clear all 
day on July 30th, then we will have plenty 
of rain within 19 days. If there are no 
clouds on July 3lst, then foodstuffs in gen- 
eral will be dear. 


EFFECTS OF PLANETARY 
CONJUNCTIONS 
(Continued from our June issue) 

This information is gleaned from various 
ancient books on Hindu Astrology. lt is im- 
portant, however, to bear in mind the positions 
of the other planets, in the natal chart, as 
they will intensify or lessen the effect shown 
below, depending upon their favorable or un- 
favorable aspect. 


Conjunction Moon—Mars:—The conjunc- 
tion of these planets makes the native evil- 
minded—will make great deal of wealth 
through merchandising and general trade 
activities; but will be sickly and have en- 
mity with mother. 
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M oon—Mercury:—W ould accumulate 
great wealth; but tend to be rather of lux- 
urious habits and over-fond of sex indul- 
gence. 

Moon—Jupiter:—W ould be religiously 
minded and very anxious to help others 
less fortunate than himself; would remain 
secretive and indifferent to society. 

Moon—Venus:—This conjunction makes 
the person fond of nice clothes and lux- 
uries. Flowers, natural beauty and good 
perfumes are attractive to this native. Can 
be very successful in designing clothes and 
originating new ideas in wearing apparel. 

Moon—Saturn:—This conjunction is 
highly destructive to its native unless he is 
protected by very good aspects and strong 
character and will power. Unless the evil 
forces are strongly counter-balanced the re- 
sults of this conjunction would be very un- 
favorable, such as wasting money in mean- 
ingless luxuries, having a bad temper and 
other undesirable habits. 

Mars—Mercury:—This conjunction would 
make the native inclined towards the study 
of medicine and surgery; also the person is 
likely to be fond of picking up fights and 
arguments quite unnecessarily. 

Mars—Jupiter:—The native under the in- 
fluence of this conjunction would be a great 
mystic and student of wisdom religions 
and philosophies fond of literature, even- 
tempered and quite well-to-do. 

Mars—Venus:—This conjunction makes 
its native fond of gambling; would also 
turn out to be an evil-doer and liar and 








quarrelsome. If Saturn be copess this 
conjunction then the native would be ut- 
terly devoid of a sense of respectability and 
shame. 

Mars—Saturn:—The native under this in- 
fluence would study and master the great 
epics of his race, especially along religious 
lines and a great orator and exponent along 
those lines, but rather quarrelsome and 
having secret love affairs. 

Mercury—Jupiter:—This influence is re- 
markable for making its native a great ar- 
tist, especially a musician, simple of man- 
ners and a pleasant disposition; would live 
a comfortable life. 

Mercury—Venus:—Would be a_ great 
credit to his family and nation—would turn 
out to be very grateful and eager at all 
times to promote the happii.ess and well 
being of his fellowmen. 

Mercury—Saturn:—Would turn out a 
great liar, hot-tempered but would benefit a 
great many people. If Mars be opposing this 
conjunction then the native would be a 
double-crosser and ungrateful. : 

Jupiter—Venus:—The native under this 
influence would become quite literary and 
possessed of great wisdom; also would 
make a great statesman. 

Jupiter—Saturn:—This conjunction makes 
the native a great pioneer in foreign lands 
and an empire-builder; would achieve great 
happiness through marriage; would be pow- 
erful and wealthy. 

Venus—Saturn:—A great craftsman; alert 
and venturesome, wise but humorous; also 
fond of argumentation and debates.

General Forecast

NEPTUNE . 


For a detailed analysis of the influence 
of Neptune upon your birthsign, you are re- 
ferred to page 62 of the July 1933 issue of 
American Astrology, wherein this transit 
has already been analyzed in considerable 
detail. : 

During the balance of 1934, Neptune is gen- 
erally favorable to Cancer natives, there- 
fore may be expected to manifest its most 
constructive phases during that period. The 
most important months are September and 
November when this Neptunian influence 
will, no doubt, be very powerful and should 
be productive of definite benefits. Neptune 
should receive much power from a con- 
junction with the Sun early in September 
and this power may be expected to be- 
come dynamic and take form in action of 
a definite nature, under the influence of a 
conjunction with Mars around the middle 
of November. 

The sextile to Jupiter, in December, 
should provide an excellent opportunity for 
success through creative mental work, jour- 
neys, investments and should also be pro- 
ductive of much happiness through emo- 
tional affairs. 

During 1935, we find the month of Janu- 
ary also favorable, but March as usual 
brings out the more negative phases of 
Neptune, under an opposition to the Sun, 
early in that month.

As Uranus is in its Third house sign, this 
influence will operate largely on the men- 
tal plane promoting intellectual contacts 
and connection with organizations devoted 
to the. promotion of advanced or occult 
thought, science and humanitarian ideals. 
Generally speaking, this is a constructive 
influence and Cancer should experience 
much progress as a result of these con- 
tacts. 

Uranus in transit through your House 
of Friends, will, no doubt, provide oppor- 
tunities for success in personal enterprises 
and hazardous ventures during the month 
of July, 1934, but at the same time threat- 
ens your bank account. Therefore, it will 
be necessary to guard your expenditures 
closely and beware of the influence of 
friends upon your financial decisions.

July 1934 does not appear to be particu- 
larly important, insofar as this transit is 
concerned. But, during August a very def- 
inite crisis with regard to your business 
affairs is indicated. When the Sun in your 
solar second house opposes Saturn August 
the 18th, this will, no doubt, incline you 
to force the settlement of important busi- 
ness matters even though such may place 
you in direct conflict with your business 
associates. It appears, however, that you 
are personally most powerful of the two 
factors, and therefore, should be in a po- 
sition to bring some important financial 
matter to a fulfillment and conclusion, even 
though serious obstacles may be encoun- 
tered and heavy pressure may be brought 
to bear against your plans. 

September is another negative month, but 
again early in October, which includes also 
the last week of September, we find an- 
other business conflict with much more vio- 
lence involved. Yet again we find you in 
the more powerful position than your op- 
ponent with the result that you should be 
able to force this matter in line with your 
personal plans, although a great deal more 
action and dynamic power may be required 
than previously. It is quite possible that 
much of the difficulty indicated by these 
two aspects may be avoided by a willing- 
ness on the part of both parties in the dis- 
pute to compromise. It does seem essen- 
tial that mutual concessions be made. The 
fact that the Sun, during the latter part 
of this month, trines Saturn from your 
solar fourth house, augurs well for a satis- 
factory settlement of the matter during this 
month. 

During November, you are warned to be- 
ware of speculation or speculative enter- 
prises, opportunities for which are likely 
to be presented to you. This situation does 
not appear from your own making, but as 
a result of a business offer from some out- 
side source. It would be advisable to, if 
possible, postpone any decision relative to 
the matter until next month. This is also 
a rather unhappy influence, insofar as your 
emotional life is concerned and may mark 
a separation from someone, hitherto, bound 
to you by heart ties. Possibly by death, 
or it could be in some other manner equal- 
ly final, the essential fact is that a “Tran- 
sition” takes place. In which you are, per- 
sonally, only indirectly involved, but which 
directly involves someone to whom you are 
emotionally linked. 

December is a favorable month for health 
and employment, and generally favors all 
such matters. 

January 1935, favors slow but steady 
progress on the pathway of achievement 
and may bring an opportunity for unusual 
success professionally although there may 
not be much money in it immediately.

SATURN IN PISCES 


Saturn, in Pisces, will be in transit 
through your ninth house, the department 
governing Public Life, Religion, Philosophy 
and Long Journeys. A well defined prac- 
tical philosophy of life may be the net re- 
sult of all your trials and tribulations dur- 
ing the past three years and this configura- 
tion predicts a possibility of long journeys 
or other decisive change of circumstances 
from which there will be no return. This 
change is most likely to take place during 
March 1936, and which incidentally, would 
be most satisfactory if it did take place at 
that time. This is that long delayed change 
you have foreseen, but, which for reasons 
of necessity you may not be able to bring 
about earlier. Long deferred hopes may be 
realized and you may, during these two 
years (1935 and 1936), experience a gradual 
advancement and rise to power culminating 
in a realization of your ambitions when 
Saturn transits your M. C. in 1937. 


February 1935 does not appear to pro- 
vide any events of major importance 
through Saturn, but in Mars you may ex- 
pect a very definite development when the 
Sun conjuncts Saturn in your ninth house 
early in that month. The keynote of a 
Sun-Saturn conjunction is achievement. The 
culmination of a period of development that 
has previously been relatively under-cover 
or under-the-surface—the completion of a 
period of gestation—the end of the forma- 
tive period which culminates in the birth 
of a concrete manifestation of the forces 
involved. When the Sun (symbol of life) 
goes to work on Saturn (symbol of form) 
the form grows, expands, develops, etc., 
without, however, changing its intransic 
form—dimensional proportions. The form 
(Saturn) is not injured by the Sun, as by 
Mars—“The Destroyer”. Under the solar 
influence of the Saturnine form merely in- 
creases in size, while preserving the in- 
tegrity of its plan. In the last analysis, 
therefore, this is an aspect of birth or re- 
birth, and therefore the month of March, 
1935, should open a new avenue for prog- 
ress. It may mark the resurrection of a 
lost hope as the solar spirit breathes the 
breath of life into the dry bones of a dead 
past. 


April does not appear to be particularly 
important so far as Saturn is concerned, 
but in May we again find a helpful influ- 
ence from the Sun, in your House of 
Friends, which should provide additional 
opportunities for further progress towards 
the achievement of your ambitions in life. 
But the early part of June contains a warn- 
ing not to force matters in this connection 
inasmuch as there appears to be a certain 
amount of secret opposition. There is a 
possibility of you, personally, making quite 


a serious blunder which might result in 
creating unnecessary conflicts. 

We do not find any aspects of major 
importance which are likely to affect yon 
through Saturn, during the month of July. 


JUPITER IN LIBRA 


September 1933 to October 1934, Jupiter 
in Libra will manifest through your solar 
fourth house. A detailed analysis of this 
transit in relation to your sign, will be 
found on page 63 of the July 1933 issue of 
American Astrology. 

July 1934 is not a favorable month inso- 
far as Jupiter is concerned, indicating a 
definite danger of loss of position through 
imprudence and excessive ambition. You 
should endeavor to curb all tendencies to 
extravagance and excess especially during 
the last week of June and the first week 
of July. 

August promises some considerable finan- 
cial success and an opportunity for per- 
sonal gain. Possibly through some ambiti- 
ous business project, however, a square 
from Mars, in your birthsign, at practically 
the same time warns against unnecessary 
risks and counsels caution with regard to 
new enterprises and independent ventures. 
It would be to your advantage not to be 
too aggressive or independent under this 
influence. 

September not particularly important, but 
as previously stated, under our analysis of 
Uranus, the month of October brings a 
very definite crisis when Jupiter opposes 
Uranus on the tenth of this month, 

This aspect will, no doubt, create a def- 
inite problem of adjustment and balance 
involving power and position, authority— 
your responsibilities and ability with your 
field of activity or base of operations. This 
is a relationship that is analogous to that 
which exists between the house and its 
foundations—vocationally or professionally 
—the problem of finding a proper field of 
activity—your proper grove in life. Here 
you are faced with the problem of adjust- 
ing yourself to a particular field of activ- 
ity into which the chain of causation—the 
result of past actions—has led you. In the 
final analysis, this simply means a problem 
of adequate adjustment to your environ- 
ment, with emphasis upon the professional 
angle. You may therefore, be at this time, 
impelled to make some very definite 
change of location either with regard to 
your domestic life or your professional po- 
sition, and it may represent the comple- 
tion of a structure of achievement, the ful- 
fillment of an ambition. The exact form 
depends, of course, entirely upon what you 
have done prior to this time. The harvest 
is always in accordance with the seed that 
is sown. 

This month also brings a definite change 
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insofar as the influence of Jupiter on your 
life is concerned, since Jupiter will enter 
Scorpio on October the 11th. 

JUPITER IN SCORPIO 

October 1934 to November 1935, Jupiter 
in Scorpio will be in transit through your 
solar fifth house. The general tendency 
of this transit should be to bring you con- 
siderable good fortune through the mat- 
ters governed by this department—SPECU- 
LATIVE INVESTMENTS and Business 
ventures connected with EDUCATION or 
ENTERTAINMENT, also through love af- 
rte children and younger persons in gen- 
eral. 

The balance of the month of October 
1934, should be quite favorable particularly 
for all third house matters, that is to say 
journeys, writings and personal readjust- 
ments. Some mention of this has already 
been made under our analysis of the Uran- 
ian transit above. 

November not particularly important, De- 
cember again favorable for intellectual af- 
fairs, journeys, writings and particularly 
for creative mental work, since Jupiter wil) 
sextile Neptune, during this month—a pow- 
erful inspirational configuration, which 
should in particular be quite stimulating to 
the imagination and may provide unusual 
opportunities for happiness and the realiza- 
tion of a heart’s desire through a change, 
eaopeney or intellectual expression of some 

ind. 

January 1935, favors investments, emo- 
tional affairs and social life in general. It 
may provide an opportunity for benefits 
through this Jupiter transit as the result 
of a personal contact with someone in a 
position of power and influence. 

February contains a warning to beware 
of bad investments, speculative enterprises, 
new business offers and business agree- 
ments. 

March is very favorable insofar as Jupi- 
ter is concerned, not only is Jupiter sta- 
tionary (March 11th) which means that it 
will be temporarily unusually powerful, but 
as this is also the month wherein the solar 
conjunction of Saturn occurs you may be 
justified in expecting considerable success 
in the matters pertaining to Jupiter and 
Saturn at this time. However, as stated 
under our analysis of the Neptune transit, 
the Sun will, during this month, also op- 
pose Neptune which may be a somewhai 
confusing influence. However, the posi- 
tion of Jupiter at this time, tends to elim- 


inate much of the danger we may be jus- 
tified in considering this a very good 
month. It is worthy of note, however, that 
from now until July Jupiter retrograde will 
tend to weaken the objective (dynamic) 
power of the planet for good or ill and it 
will tend to operate more subjectively (un- 
der the surface) during the next three 
months. 


April does not bring the Jupiter influ- 
ence out to any extent, but early in May 
an opposition of the Sun, from your House 
of Friends, to Jupiter may create some very 
serious social problem and inasmuch as the 
Sun later goes to a square of Saturn, to- 
ward the end of the month, thus by 
translation of life bringing Jupiter and 
Saturn into a square aspect, we may be 
justified in considering the month of May 
1935 as a very difficult month with em- 
phasis upon the social department. It will 
be necessary for you to be very discreet 
in these matters and avoid major changes 
at this time. We have, in fact, a rather 
peculiar situation during May and the first 
week of June, by reason of the fact that 
the Sun passes rapidly from an opposition 
to Jupiter, May 9th, to a square of Saturn, 
May 3lst, finally squares Neptune June the 
2nd. We may, therefore, consider the last 
half of May and the first week of June as 
a very dangerous period with the forces of 
Jupiter, Saturn and the Sun focused in a 
somewhat destructive manner through Nep- 
tune, in your solar third house. In a sense 
this is a grand square with the Sun as 
the connecting link, but the orbs of influ- 
ence are rather wide. Ordinarily this might 
not be considered a destructive configura- 
tion, but the fact that Jupiter in Scorpio 
does not properly complete the square 
throws the configuration off-balance and 
any lack of balance tends to generate con- 
flicts. The reader may refer to our analysis 
of Neptune (at the beginning of this fore- 
cast) wherein we have indicated the prob- 
able nature of the forces at work at this 
time. 


June is not an important month so far 


as Jupiter is concerned, but July 1935 
brings you again under the favorable influ- 
ence of this transit and as Jupiter turns 
direct, July the 5th, the constructive ten- 
dencies above referred to as pertaining to 
this transit may be expected to come into 
more objective manifestation during this 
month.

Mars in Cancer—July 16th to August 30th 


In order to clearly understand and in- 
terpret the probable effect of any transit, 
it is necessary to first consider the essen- 
tial distinction between planetary and zo- 
diacal symbolism. 

The Zodiac, as a whole, symbolizes a 
relatively static organization of forces, ten- 
dencies, instincts, etc. Basically, the signs 
of the Zodiac symbolize according to their 
most abstract interpretation pure principle, 
which as a result of the evolutionary pro- 
cess, motivated by the incessant urge of 
Life (cosmic energy) toward ever more di- 
verse manifestation, now manifests as cer- 
tain instincts. According to modern psy- 
chology, these instincts are, in the human 
kingdom, twelve in number. From. this 
point of view, therefore, the Zodiac be- 
comes a symbol of the ever-evolving Cos- 
mos from the point of view of an inhabitant 
of the earth and represents the sum total 
and final result of the entire evolutionary 
process on earth up to the present time. 

It is probable that the Zodiac is essen- 
tially of infinite potentiality and that it was 
originally unformed and unorganized, but 
that it also contains within itself the seeds 
of its divine destiny in the form of celes- 
tial bodies which constitute the solar sys- 
tem, each planet symbolizing an essence 
or concentration according to a form de- 
termined by natural law, of the forces 
latent within the sign it rules. Thus, the 
planetary ruler becomes the evolving seed 
of the sign, which manifests through its 
ruler in accordance with that planet’s po- 
sition and aspects. However, only so much 
of the latent powers of the sign will mani- 
fest as may be permitted by the evolu- 
tionary status of the race, or of the in- 
dividual in question. 

The planets thus become the agents of 
evolution, the Zodiac as a whole evolving 
through them by virtue of the varied ex- 
perience that are permitted each sign, in- 
directly as a result of the transits of its 
planetary ruler, through the remaining 
signs. The various signs are thus indi- 
rectly united, the activities, qualities, po- 
tentialities in general of the signs, are in 
this manner combined. The ever-changing 
pattern of the planetary configurations thus 
reveals the trend of evolution. The Plan- 


etary Pattern reveals at any moment the 
stage of evolution that has been reached 
by the particular entity that may by syn- 
chronized with that pattern by the fact of 
birth at any particular time. The cosmic 
seeds of the Divine destiny of Man have 
evolved up to their present stage of evolu- 
tion and will continue to so evolve in a 
manner that is symbolized and timed by 
the solar system, which from this point of 
view, is practically an _ individualized 
Zodiac. 

The ultimate purpose of this entire pro- 
cess is to bring the planetary seeds of the 
signs to that degree of evolution where 
they will accurately express the spiritual 
destiny of the Zodiac as a whole. 

Basically it is the destiny of Mars to 
eventually destroy all that is evil to re- 
move all obstacles in the path of man’s 
progress. This planet symbolizes the torch 
with which man will eventually burn his 
way through the walls of material consci- 
ousness that separate him from his spiritual 
kingdom and “the last enemy to overcome 
is death.” 

Mars is the planet of desire and aversion. 
It imparts energy to whatever it may con- 
tact and impels to action in that depart- 
ment of the Zodiac through which it may 
happen to be in transit. Such action be- 
ing motivated by a desire to dominate cir- 
cumstances and conditions. Basically Mars 
symbolizes according to its most abstract 
interprettation the principle of repulsion, 
usually operating to repel an object of aver- 
sion, yet it may also attract, by the law of 
opposites, but in such case the ultimate re- 
sult is ordinarily the same, since as a rule 
it attracts only to destroy. However, it 
need not be inferred that this naturally de- 
structive action is necessary evil, that de- 
pends entirely upon what may be destroyed. 
It is a nececssary prelude to progress that 
useless limitations and obstructions be re- 
moved and Mars symbolizes the power 
which does the removing. 

When we attempt to interpret the prob- 
able effect of a transit of Mars through 
Cancer, we must consider the affairs and 
purposes governed by Cancer the fourth 
house and in a manner that is largely de- 
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termined in a general way by the aspects 
received by Mars from other planets dur- 
ing the period of the transit. In individual 
case, we must further consider the aspect 
which this transiting Mars may form with 
the natal planets. 

It may be of some assistance to the stu- 
dent who desires a thorough understang- 
ing of this combined influence to list the 
matters, activities and conditions ordinarily 
accepted as under the control of Mars and 
Cancer. 

Without attempting to be original in this 
respect we may accept the standard and 
generally accepted interpretation of Mars 
as governing war, soldiers, sailors, political 
and social agitators—rebels and criminals 
—in general all who dispute and contend; 
also surgeons, dentists, engineers, me- 
chanics, all who work with fire, iron or 
sharp tools. Finally it also has much to 
do with public health and under affliction, 
inclines to violence, accidents, infectious 
diseases, epidemics, fevers, etc. 

Cancer, as the fourth sign, is naturally 
correlated with the fourth department of 
the world horoscope and thus has special 
significance for the LIVING CONDI- 
TIONS of Humanity. In general, this de- 
partment governs a physical world insofar 
as it is a concrete manifestation of spirit- 
ual or natural forces, therefore, it, of 
course, symbolizes all conditions wherein 
life is subject to natural law, therefore not 
only does it govern the land and country 
(as a locality) but also atmospheric con- 
ditions. It is to this department that we 
must naturally look for information regard- 
ing weather conditions, storms, floods, 
earthquakes, etc., and Mars is usually in- 
dicative of a rising temperature with how- 
ever, low humidity,—this last is more di- 
rectly governed by Jupiter. It also gov- 
erns real estate developments, mines, the 
Building Trades and farm products. Fi- 
nally in a political sense it shows the gen- 
eral attitude of the public toward govern- 
ing bodies—the government. It symbolizes 
the political party in opposition to the gov- 
ernment and all public organizations which 
either cooperate with or oppose the gov- 
ernment. 

As a rule, under the influence of Mars in 
Cancer, people become agitated and rest- 
less, subject to changeable, capricious and 
fickle moods. Hence there is likely to be 
much unrest and high tension throughout 
the world in social, national and interna- 
tional relations during the period of this 
transit. Governing bodies in general, are 
likely to find themselves faced with some 
very trying conditions occasioned by a re- 
bellious discontented attitude on the part of 
those whom they would lead or govern. 
During the major portion of this transit 
and up to August 2nd, Mars is under har- 
monious aspetcs, hence we need not expect 


any particularly destructive form of mani- 
festation during the month of July at least, 
although even the mere presence of Mars 
in this department tends to stir Human 
Emotions in a violent manner and create 
conditions involving more or less strife or 
danger, to the extent at least that any kind 
of action is more or less destructive of the 
past. 

Under the sextile of Mars to Uranus, 
July 17th, we may expect sudden and mark- 
ed improvement in business conditions as 
a result of the more courageous and enter- 
prising attitude on the part of the people 
and the sextile to Neptune, August Ist, 
promises considerable improvement in 
working conditions and the circumstances 
governing the working classes. Mars con- 
junction Venus, August the 2nd, should, at 
least, have the effect of rendering the activ- 
ity of Mars as harmonious as may be pos- 
sible, there should be little to complain of 
in so far as the weather is concerned 
throughout the last two weeks of July. 

Mars square Jupiter, August the 12th, is 
the first and only affliction to Mars during 
this transit and threatens to bring the rad- 
ical elements of society into direct conflict 
with the forces of law and order. This 
may be interpreted in either a national or 
international sense and the very least it 
can indicate is a period of great tention in 
international relations and in a more lim- 
ited sense may coincide with a criminal out- 
break of more than ordinary violence. 
Briefly a dangerous spot for the public as 
a social unit( the majority) public rela- 
tions, the personnel of the ruling classes 
and all those who occupy positions which 
in any way cause them to stand out from 
the crowd—social leaders. It also marks 
a troubled period for Courts of Law, all 
legal matters, individuals in organizations 
devoted to arbitration, marriage and _busi- 
ness partnerships. In general, this will in- 
terfere with the harmonious adjustment of 
social conflicts and tends to disintegrate in 
an explosive manner, social organizations. 
The public is disorganized. 

The effect of this aspect upon the weath- 
er around the middle of August is likely 
to be quite marked tending to unusually 
heavy rainfall, violent storms and high hu- 
midity. 

VENUS IN GEMINI 
June 28th to July 23rd 


Venus symbolizes the principle of AT- 
TRACTION and when well aspected gen- 
erally tends to promote peace and har- 


mony in that department of the chart 
wherein it may be posited, under affliction 
it may be a weakening influence, tending to 
a lack of cohesive power, socially and 
otherwise. It has a general rulership over 
love, marriage, entertainment, public festi- 
vals; persons and occupations connected 
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with art, music, poetry, the theatre, amuse- 
ments, decoration, society, women and chil- 
dren and it also is of much assistance in 
charitable and philanthropic movements and 
institutions particularly when in Gemini, 
since this is the natural ninth-house sign 
of Venus and the ninth house is naturally 
associated with Jupitarian affairs, such as 
those above mentioned; viz: public welfare, 
philanthropy, etc. By reason of this cor- 
relation with the ninth department, Venus, 
in Gemini, also favors, foreign travel, ship- 
ping, occupation and amusements connect- 
ed with the sea. It further promotes 
friendly relations between strangers and 
foreign countries. Churches and religious 
organizations of various kinds benefit. It 
is a helpful influence for all public activities 
and brings good news and grants much fa- 
vorable publicity when harmoniously as- 
pected, when afflicted, however, it inclines 
to public scandal. 

The influence of Venus in Gemini upon 
human emotions is rather disturbing and 
while it may promote much gaiety and 
many happy associations it does not favor 
stability of affection and such affairs of the 
heart as it may generate are likely to be 
rather ephemaral. In this sign the God- 
dess of Love and social life is likely to be 
in a rather flirtatious mood and may be un- 
usually deceptive during the first week of 
July under the influence of a square from 
Neptune. This is a sort of aspect that 
often produces a breach-of-promise suit and 
since Gemini in itself rules letters, writings 
and journeys, it might be advisable to post- 
pone any contemplated pleasure trip and be 
very discreet in the matter of speech and 
writings, during this first week of the 
month. Venus in Gemini may be quite 
brilliant, vivacious and clever—an enter- 
taining companion—but don’t take her too 
seriously in matters of sentiment. 


VENUS IN CANCER 
July 24th to August 17th 


_ The “Lady of Love” while transiting this 
sign, usually becomes extremely romantic 
and also, sad to relate, decidedly fickle. An 
extreme sensitiveness and a great yearning 
for sympathy may keep her drifting about 
rather aimlessly in search of romance. The 
tendency is to form an attachment to the 
new fancy as fast as the old loses its at- 
traction and not settle anywhere for long. 
She may, in fact, be on with the new be- 
fore she is off with the old and may have 
at least a couple of romances in progress 
at the same time. Venus in Cancer is not 
the cold unemotional flirt we find in Gem- 
ini, her love is real—while it lasts—but her 
moods are changeable and capricious. 

A certain love of the fantastic coupled 
with considerable dramatic power may 


cause Venus, in Cancer, to dramatize her 
own joys and sorrows filling in from the 
resources of a rich imagination faculty that 
may be lacking in actual fact and magnify- 
ing trifles (good or ill) to the point where 
they become almost an obsession. 

This is also a very helpful influence for 
writers or romantic fiction, but those who 
cannot write saleable fiction may use the 
same power to make themselves and every- 
one around them either very happy or ex- 
tremely miserable, according to the mood 
of the moment. 

People with this configuration in their 
birth charts, are usually much attached to 
home and country and it may he observed 
that such as a rule readily become “home- 
sick,” if away from home for even a short 
time. The greatest lesson and most diffi- 
cult problem presented by this configura- 
tion is that of non-attachment. We must 
learn “that we have no right to anything, 
unjiess we are equally willing to do without 
sti 

Cancer, as the tenth house of Venus, will 
naturally tend to bring this influence into 
manifestation in that department which 
governs those in authority, individual and 
national credit and social leaders in gen- 
eral. Generally speaking, under good 
aspects, Venus in transit through this sign 
favors, executives, governing bodies, etc. 
It is also indicative of events of special 
significance in connection with public holi- 
days, festivities, ceremonials, unions be- 
tween rulers. Probably the marriage of 
some prominent person—a marriage that 
constitutes a social event of outstanding 
significance. It also tends to bring honor, 
patronage, and the favor of the great to 
musicians, artists and anyone who is con- 
nected with artistic professions or busi- 
nesses. Under affliction, it indicates trouble 
and scandal involving the above matters 
and also may seriously damage individual 
or national credit through extravagant pro- 
fessional adventures or unwise legislation. 

This should also have a direct and for 
the most part, beneficial effect, upon the 
masses of people, with special reference to 
living conditions. The weather should be 
pleasant though possibly somewhat damp. 
Under affliction heavy rains may result. 

From July the 24th to August the Ist, 
the aspects are uniformly favorable and 
therefore, we may consider harmonious de- 
velopments in connection with the above 
matters. 


MERCURY IN CANCER 
June ist to August 9th 
For a general analysis of this transit re- 
fer to page 22 of the June 1934 issue of 


American Astrology. 
From June 27th to July 21st, Mercury is 
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retrograde, which will tend to throw all the 
affairs and activities governed by Mercury 
into reverse. For a detailed analysis of the 
phenomena of retrograde planets, the read- 
er is referred to page 22 of the March 1933 
issue. 

Inasmuch as Cancer is the natural second 
house of Mercury, we may expect the tran- 
sit of Mercury through Cancer to have a 
pronounced effect upon business, commerce 
and financial affairs in general. It stimu- 
lates great interest and free discussion of 
financial matters and probably new legisla- 
tion concerning such. Under affliction, it, 
of course, pre-disposes to financial loss 
through the matters ruled by Mercury and 
Cancer as listed in the analyses referred to 
above and also inclines to fraud, thefts, for- 
geries, etc., stocks and shares are likely to 
fluctuate rapidly particularly around the two 
key dates, June 27th and July 21st, when 
Mercury is stationary. An afflicted Mer- 
cury in Cancer tends to circulate false re- 
ports concerning business and financial con- 
ditions and threatens the stability of mank- 
ing institutes. This would naturally be 
most noticeable at such times, during the 
period of this transit, when Mercury might 
happen to be under affliction from other 
planets, particularly Jupiter, as around the 
llth of June, the 17th of July and July 29th. 

Mercury does not form many aspects 
from Cancer during the month of July only 
three—a double square to Jupiter, July 17th 
and 29th, preceeded by a very significant 
conjunction with the Sun within a few 
hours of the July Lunation. 

We have gone very thoroughly into these 
interesting solar conjunctions of Mercury 
in past issues of American Astrology, 
namely the January 1934 issue page 30, the 
March 1934 issue page 20, and the May 
1934 issue page 26. Wherein the Sun-Mer- 
cury conjunctions of the first half of 1934 
have been analyzed with considerable de- 
tail, with special reference, to this particu- 
lar conjunction during the month of July. 

In consideration of the fact that this so- 
lar conjunction of Mercury is so closely 
linked with the Lunation, the combined in- 
fluences being in close square to Jupiter, 
we may reasonably consider this configura- 
tion sufficiently powerful to practically 
dominate the entire month of July, which 
from this point of view may be colored 
throughout the major portion therefore at 
least by an afflicted Jupiter. It is true that 
the Lunation (and Sun-Mercury conjunc- 
tion) is sextile Neptune and that Jupiter is 
trine Venus, but this also puts Venus and 
believe that two wrongs make a right we 
need scarcely be justified in expecting very 
much of the constructive nature, of the har- 
monious aspects above referred to. For 
this is clearly a case of the Venus-square- 
Neptune conjunction being friendly to the 
Sun-Mercury conjunction square Jupiter 


and when two such destructive organiza- 
tions get together and decide to form a 
mutual admiration society we may look for 
trouble. Briefly this is the month when 
the lid blows off the Hope chest and 
trouble pops out, Pandora’s box had noth- 
ing on this. 


ASPECTS 
June 27th to July 3rd 
Sun Sextile Neptune 


For a general.analysis of this aspect the 
reader is referred to page 62 of the April 
1934 issue of American Astrology. 

Briefly any harmonious relation between 
the Sun and Neptune symbolize a power- 
ful inspirational force and tends to release 
from limitations, restraints, and obstruc- 
tions of various kinds. It is an aspect that 
removes obstacles from progress, particu- 
larly such as may be founded upon the 
more practical considerations of necessity. 

With reference to the general influence 
upon humanitv at this time this aspect is 
likely to be definitely focused in that de- 
partment which governs all lines of trans- 
portation or communication, forms and or- 
ganizations devoted to the dissemination of 
news and_ information. This governs 
among other things post o..ce, telegraph 
and telephone lines, newspapers, magazines, 
etc. This department also has significance 
for all forms of close or intimate relation- 
ship and will therefore, tend to generate a 
harmonious association of this nature. 

With specific reference to the United 
States, the influence is focused in the de- 
partment governing legal affairs, the public 
as a social organization and foreign rela- 
tions. This aspect therefore, favors new 
legislation concerning the matters listed 
above as pertaining to the third house and 
provides an opportunity for the harmonious 
settlement of international disputes. 


July 3rd to July 11th 


Venus Square Neptune—July 6th—For a 
general analysis of this aspect refer to page 
22 of the April, 1934 issue of American 
Astrology. 

This aspect is specifically dangerous for 
marriage and social life. It inclines to 
scandal, separations, impostures and frayd 
in various forms. 

Neptune, under affliction, the plant of 
propaganda, deception, misconception, mis- 
understanding, confusion, bribery and cor- 
ruption, operating through the department 
governing journeys, writings, intellectual 
activity and changes is brought into con- 
flict with Venus, the plant of personal re- 
lations, cooperation and social life in the 
House of Bondage, secret enmity, intrigue 
and dissipation. It behooves everyone 
therefore to be individually very discreet 
with regard to these matters. It calls for 
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a practical, reasonable attitude, a well de- 
veloped sense of values and rigid self-de- 
nial. It is a time when everyone should 
guard his speech and writings carefully and 
particularly if such involve sentimental con- 
siderations. Strangers meet to mutual dis- 
advantage and romance—particularly if 
secret or clandestine—is likely to be pro- 
ductive of much unhappiness—even tragedy 
to those concerned. 

Socially this aspect has special signifi- 
cance for the underworld, the afflicted or 
oppressed members of society, also lines of 
communication, transportation and the 
press and may result in tragic events in- 
volving these departments. It threatens 
peculiar dangers to those who travel for 
pleasure, also we may hear of strange and 
mysterious crimes against women and chil- 
dren. To Venus we would say “Beware of 
the plausible stranger” and particularly if 
you meet him on a public highway while 
traveling or by correspondence. Neptune 
squared by Venus is not a disagreeable per- 
son, the contrary, he is very charming, so- 
ciable and interesting individual—shall we 
say “intriguing”—and so mysterious he pre- 
sents a challenge to our instinct of curiosity 
if nothing else, but be not deceived; “Have 
Faith in the Stars (give him the air)” and 
the stars will justify your faith.” 

Finally, while this is admittedly a minor 
aspect and not likely to precipitate national 
events of major significance, yet this is 
likely to break some hot scandals through 
the news sheets, some juicy morsels for 
those who like their steak rare and also a 
vast amount of propaganda relative to For- 
eign Nations. This looks like an Inter- 
national intrigue with a spy scare thrown 
in. A woman will probably figure prom- 
inently in these events. 

Venus Trine Jupiter—July 10th—For a 
general analysis of this aspect refer to page 
24 of the March, 1934 issue of American 
Astrology. This aspect should be of con- 
siderable assistance by way of modifying 
the above inasmuch as this is an aspect that 
promotes peace and good will. It offers an 
opportunity to harmonize the _ conflicts 
above mentioned, through adopting a Ju- 
piterian attitude toward the above matters. 
Jupiter basically symbolizes generosity, 
honor and faith and is inherently optimistic. 

This is an aspect that favors religious 
and charitable movements in general, also 
foreign travel, “shipping, occupations ~ and 
amusements connected with the sea, it 
also promotes friendly relations between 
strangers and foreign countries. It is a 
helpful influence upon all public activities 
and usually grants much favorable publicity. 
However, we find that the situation is fur- 
ther complicated by SUN SQUARE 
JUPITER, July the 6th, which tends to 
make people outrageously extravagant and 
imprudent, particularly with regard to fi- 


nancial matters. The basic problem here 
would seem to be that of avoid the traps 
symbolized by Neptune, as detailed above 
and keeping the ambitious power urges 
symbolized by the Sun under control, which 
otherwise might tend to go to extremes in 
business matters and be much more gen- 
erous than the law of the land demands 
and the law of necessity permits. Socially, 
these combined influences are likely to 
manifest as a pronounced tendency to spec- 
ulation beyond reasonable limits. 


July 11th to July 19th 


Sun Conjunction Mercury—As previously 
stated all solar conjunctions are aspects of 
special significance and paramount import- 
ance in any planetary pattern in which 
they may be found. We say this with 
special reference to the solar conjunctions 
of Mercury, any month in which we may 
happen to find such an aspect acquires 
thereby a special significance and this is 
particularly true when as in this case, as 
on two other occasions earlier in the year 
we find the Sun-Mercury conjunction 
closely linked with the lunation. 

We have already discussed this configu- 
ration in considerable detail in previous is- 
sues of American Astrology, for such 
additional details regarding the basic sig- 
nificance of the aspect, the reader is re- 
ferred to page 30 of our January, 1934 is- 
sue, page 20 of our March, 1934 issue and 
page 36 of our May, 1934 issue. 

That conjunction, which occurred in Jan- 
uary, while more widely separated from the 
lunation than the two that follow, viz: May 
and July, was yet of great importance be- 
cause of the fact that it involved a grand 
square with Uranus, Jupiter and Pluto. 
The events of that month are now history, 
but speak for themselves. That of May 
was a depressing influence by reason of its 
adverse relationship to Saturn, this forth- 
coming conjunction in July gives us yet an- 
other pattern by its conjunction with Pluto 
and square Jupiter. 

We shall expect the effect of this par- 
ticular conjunction insofar as the United 
States is concerned to be felt principally 
and directly in that department which gov- 
erns public service—the working classes— 
and public health. We have already given 
some indication as to what the probable re- 
sults may be in our analysis of the Market 
prospects on page 30 of this issue. In 
addition to this we might add that this 
particular conjunction being positive, in the 
second house of the horoscope of the 
United States—that department which gov 
erris the buying public, public expenditures, 
the currency of the nation, the wealth and 
prosperity of the people, the circulation of 
national wealth, internal revenue, public in- 
vestments and in general the earning pow- 
er of the people may be expected to bring 
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about some drastic changes in connection 
with the above matters, since the conjunc- 
tion under a square with the transiting Ju- 
piter in that department which governs 
speculation, gambling, etc. This depart- 
ment in which we find Jupiter, also governs 
public recreation, and emotional expression 
—the public at play or in love, the children 
of the people (birth rate) sports, enter- 
tainment, public happiness, rejoicing and 
also public mourning. This includes social 
functions involving public leaders and 
which attract’ much public attention. This 
is the department of recognition and real- 
ization, popularity, notoriety and also in- 
famy. As it is the house of public pleasure 
it is also the house of public displeasure 
and those with whom the people are dis- 
pleased. Therefore, when we find such a 
powerful connection between this depart- 
ment and the financial department, we are 
justified in expecting that much money will 
be spent and lost by the public on specu- 
lative enterprises, it is an influence under 
which people spend money for pleasure 
rather than for profit. About the most 
that anyone may expect under such a con- 
figuration is a run for his money. It may 
be said also that Jupiter is, as a rule, a 
good loser. 

This is a configuration that also is in- 
dicative of waste of public funds. Heavy 
expenditures seem to be, for the most part, 
unnecessary and which certainly should not 
be made at this time, it appears that the 
public is spending money it does not have. 
Distinctly a symbol of INFLATION 
whether such manifests immediately or 
later, it would seem to be that it would 
be during this period that the initial step 
may be taken. If the market should ad- 
vance during this period in response to an 
inflationary move, then it may be expected 
to break sharply July 26th and 27th. 


July 19th to July 26th 


Venus Trine Saturn—July 21st—T his 
should be a very helpful influence on gen- 
eral business. It indicates, as a rule, in- 
crease of revenue from various sources, 
rising prices and general prosperity. How- 
ever, this will also be along distinctly con- 
servative lines in consideration of the fact 
that Saturn, a basically conservative influ- 
ence, is involved and also by reason of the 
fact that the Sun is fast approaching 
square to Uranus. The net result being 
therefore, that while this Venus-Saturn 
trine may temporarily boost prices the 
square of the Sun to Uranus and Saturn 
may bring about a sudden reversal a few 
days later—before the end of this week. 

For a general analysis of Venus in har- 
monious aspect with Saturn: the reader is 
referred to page 24 of the March, 1934 is- 
sue of American Astrology. 


Sun Square Shcauep-sieke 24th—A gen- 


eral analysis of the basic nature of this 
aspect will be found on page 28 of the Jan- 
uary, 1934 issue of American Astrology. 

Specifically at this time Uranus becomes 
a tenth house influence and is likely to pre- 
cipitate sudden and unusual difficulties in 
governmental circles and among the ruling 
powers of the earth. It may bring sudden 
unpopularity and reversals of fortune to 
those who occupy high positions and to 
any one or anything which may be elevated 
above the plane of the average, it threatens 
a downfall. This is a configuration that 
might result in the collapse of structures, 
or organized social units. A dangerous 
aspect for mountain climbing, whether this 
be a literal mountain or merely a peak of 
achievement. Let those who.occupy po- 
sitions of authority beware and be warned 
that unusual caution and discretion in the 
exercise of power is called for and that 
radical departures from established customs 
are fraught with unusual dangers. 

Among other things and with specific ref- 
erence to the business world this could re- 
sult in a market crash of more or less 
serious import—and if prices have advanced 
to any considerable extent prior to this 
time, a sudden and complete reversal— 
crash—may be expected under this aspect. 

Venus Sextile Uranus—July 24th—This 
is an aspect that modifies to a considerable 
extent the influence of the solar square 
above referred to, but we feel that the very 
least that may be expected is that it may 
soften the blow without necessarily avert- 
ing it. That is to say it may make the 
descent more gradual or possibly provide 
some solace to those who may be injured 
thereby. Venus cannot prevent disaster 
but can comfort the afflicted. The fact that 
this sextile is to Uranus, does promise as- 
sistance to those in authority, al oe 
statesmen and rulers in general, and may 
provide a way out of a difficult situation 
through the proper use of the social urges. 
In other words, it does appear that in most 
instances, there is possibly a safe passage 
by a circuitous route, around a dangerous 
spot on the highway of life, but it behooves 
everyone to watch carefully for the detour 
sign and be prepared to take advantage of 
it. Anyone who may happen to be in a 
position of power of authority may indeed 
find himself “on the spot,” but it may be 
of some assistance to know that a com- 
promise settlement of this matter is pos- 
sible and overtures for peace may be ex- 
pected from a mysterious source. There 
are forces at work behind the scenes to 
harmonize such conflicts as may arise, it 
would be best therefore to avoid an open 
break and to rely on secret diplomacy. 
Clearly a case where a “private deal” is in 
order whereby however each party to this 
dispute must make definite and large con- 
cessions. 
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The Astrological Key 


to Palmistry 
By LOU S. IVEY 


Palmistry, the aricient science of hand read- 
ing, is said by some to trace its origin to the 
planets and signs of the zodiac, while others 
claim that it is a peculiar blending of physi- 
ology and psychology. Whatever its source, 
once you have made a study of this fascinating 
subject, you will admit that it is a wonderful 
key to character reading. As character is des- 
tiny, the future events are also traced myster- 
iously in our hands. 

I believe that palmistry, together with 
phrenology, numerology, graphology, and 
physiognomy, are all off-shoots of astrology, 
for the knowledge they are based upon can 
be traced to astrology, the mother-science of 
all arts of divination. 

Having been an enthused follower of palm- 
istry for a number of years, it is only natural 
that I should notice the correspondence be- 
tween these two ancient subjects, palmistry 
and astrology. When in doubt as to a per- 
son’s rising sign—this is the most difficult 
problem which one encounters in astrology—I 
ask to see the hands, for the hands are more 
expressive and characteristic of a certain zo- 
diacal sign or planet than either face, voice, 
bodily structure or carriage, as well as other 
mannerisms and peculiarities, although these 
all bear important marks and indications of 
the sign on the Ascendant. 

Since certain planets and zodiacal signs are 
unmistakably influencing the minor parts of 
the human body, such as hair, teeth, skin, 
eyes, etc., it is reasonable to believe that the 
hand would express even more strongly the 
characteristics of a sign or planet which is 
most dominant in the chart, or describing the 
physical personality of the native. 

Students of astrology will do well to mem- 
orize the three most important characters of 
the hand formation. There are three types 
of the hand; those who are already stu- 
dents of palmistry are familiar with these 
three major divisions in palmistry. 

No. 1, so-called Philosophers’ Hands, is 
the type of a hand which is usually soft, 
flexile, smooth and graceful; they are of- 
ten very pale and colorless; fingers are 
long in proportion to the palm. The nails 
are long, oval, and curved on the surface: 
the fingers are tapering gradually toward 
the nail. 

No. 2, the Conic Hands, are more firm 
in texture, yet quite flexible; usually hav-

ing more color and life, knots, or joints are 
more pronounced than in the hands No. 1. 
The fingers are more straight, tapering 
only at the finger tips. The nails are short- 

d wider than those in the Philosoph- 
er’s Hand. 

No. 3, the Square Hand. It is usually 
stiff and hard to touch; knots and joints 
are well developed; the color in inclined to 
be red or yellowish, more pronounced than 
in the above types. Finger tips are square; 
nails inclined to be more wide than long, 
and flat on the surface. Instead of ending 
in a curve, like the above two types, this 
nail ends in a straight line, or very nearly 
so. 
According to palmistry, persons having 
the Philosophers’ hands are impractical, 
idealistic, the dreamers, not the doers of 
the world, such as poets, philosophers and 
inspirational artists, who are usually the 
possessors of these hands. The common 
signs of the zodiac, Pisces, Virgo, Gemini 
and Sagittarius and their rulers, Neptune, 
Vulcan, Mercury and Jupiter, give the 
above qualities to the persons born under 
them. This type of a hand will be found 
when either of these signs is on the Ascen- 
dant of the horoscope, or very prominent 
as far as majority of the planets are con- 
cerned. 

Those having the Conic type of hands 
are the impulsive, actiye, generous and ar- 
tistic, yet more practical than their more 
a fellow-men under the “Philosoph- 
ers’ hand” description. They are between 
the two extreme types, the Philosophers’ 
and the Square hand. Their keyword is 
ACTION. In astrology this type of a 
hand corresponds to the cardinal signs, 
Aries, Libra, Capricorn and Cancer. These 
persons are the planners, not the executors 
and while more active than the common 
signs, they are never the plodders of the 
earth. 

The Square hand is that of the practical, 
useful, thorough person, the steady plod- 
der, not the speculator or organizer. Their 
affections are centered on the family circle 
exclusively (except Aquarians). In a cold 
type there is selfishness, self-centeredness 
and shrewdness. This type of a hand cor- 
responds to the fixed signs of the zodiac,

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Market Forecast 


July 1934 


General Indication 


The entire month of July, appears to 
be dominated, directly and indirectly by 
Mercury, by reason of its close connection 
with the lunation of July the 11th and by 
reason of the fact that, not at any time 
during the month, is it more than a few 
degrees removed from a square with Ju- 
piter. 

For this reason, we may be justified in 
expecting July to be quite an unusual 
month insofar as the market is concerned 
and probably somewhat sensational. There 
is likely to be considerable excitement in 
particular between the 11th and 26th. There 
are likely to be many important discussions 
of financial and business problems, with- 
out however, much hope of arriving at any 
satisfactory solution to these problems the 
net result being that a condition of vast un- 
certainty is created. 

International conferences regarding mat- 
ters of Foreign Trade, Debts and Inter- 
national Currency problems may figure 
prominently in the news and it is quite 
probable that there may be quite a violent 
disagreement with other nations on these 
points. 

Many changes and probably some new 
legislation regarding national finance is in- 
dicated, however, it does not appear that 
this in any way benefits the general busi- 
ness situation immediately. There may be 
some scandal regarding financial institu- 
tions and pronounced feeling of insecurity 
regarding the national financial policy. 

Labor problems are likely to further 
complicate the situation, discontent among 
the workers and serious trouble with labor 
unions may call for drastic measures, a de- 
cided revision of existing codes and prob- 
ably new legislation by way of providing 
greater flexibility in working agreements. 
It is probable that there may be at least a 
strike threat, even if this should not be 
carried into action. However, there is a 
great danger that it may take definite form 
around the middle of the month or shortly 
thereafter. 

The aspects during this period are also 
likely to productive of extreme weather 
conditions and are very unfavorable to 
crops and the products of the land, mines 
and the the building trades. The result 
may be a pronounced shortage of such 
commodities, which may have a stimulating 
effect upon the commodity markets. The 


net result is likely to be a very active mar- 
ket throughout the month with some rather 
wild fluctuations but the general trend 
(with the possible exception of the com- 
modity markets) is downward. July the 
2lst should mark a very definite change in 
the market trend, the most important 
change since June 26th, 1934.

When a person is 
born under a fixed sign, or has the major- 
ity of planets in such a sign, you will find 
that the hand will resemble, in general 
structure and shape of the Square hand. 


There are also certain planetary areas in 
the hand. If a particular area is raised 
higher than the rest of the hand, or is more 
firm, or having numerous straight lines or 
other marks upon it, then we judge that 
the planet ruling this particular mound or 
area of the land is one of the strong plan- 
ets in the horoscope. If there should be 
found ruling planets, or the planets being 
in their own signs, the mounds will then 
all be well developed and therefore difficult 
to read correctly. Such cases are excep- 
tional, as every astrologer knows. 


The mounds are more difficult to deter- 
mine for those not experienced in reading 
hands, but the shape of the hand, fingers, 
and nails, is the most dependable and also 
the easiest method of determining astrol- 
ogical qualities by palmistry. 

The fingers are also named after the 
planets, Jupiter, Saturn, Sun and Mercury. 
Then we have the lines of the hand which 
are also named after the planets; we find 
the lines of Sun, Mercury, Saturn, Mars, 
Uranus, etc. It is somewhat difficult for 
one not familiar with the rules of palmistry 
to determine relative strength of any par- 
ticular line; for this reason I simply men- 
tion them, without going into further de- 
tails regarding the lines. 

Some signs have their own peculiarities 
shows in the hands. The hands of those 
born under Libra, or having this sign very 
strong in the horoscope, are very flexible 
at the third joint, when the fingers are 
joined to the palm. In palmistry this is 
interpreted as versatility and adaptability. 
Libra, symbolized by the scales, is the most 
changeable and adaptable of the signs in 
the zodiac. 

Scorpio gives a very small hand in com- 
parison with the rest of the body. 


Capricorn nails show considerable flesh 
at the end of the fingertip. It would seem 
as a double protection for the nail—a typi- 
cal Saturnine quality. 

The Pisces hand is well padded and 
cushioned; it is the softest of all hands. 
According to palmistry, these are lovers of 
ease—and we know that the typical Piscean 
is not liable to exert himself too much. 


The Cancer nail is more like the fixed- 
sign nail; it is broad and straight across. 
Persons born under Cancer have more 
continuity and practicality than the other 


cardinal signs, and in this respect they re- 
semble the fixed-sign persons. 

If the student will observe hands and 
fingers, many other interesting features will 
be noticed, for each sign has its peculiar 
qualities shown in the hand. 


Some have remarked that the hands often 
take on a different shape and texture than 
they had in youth. This can be explained, 
astrologically, when we consider that the 
Ascendant changes at least once, if not 
more during a lifetime, hence we change 
our physical personality and become stout 
or thin, phlegmatic or nervous, etc., for we 
take the characteristics and appearance of 
the sign succeeding that of our natal 
Ascendant. 


You will find it most useful to use this 
information in your astrological work, 
especially when determining the rising 
sign. Also, you will be able to tell at a 
glance, and without questioning for the 
birth-data, whether the person is a cardi- 
nal, fixed or common sign native, which 
will tell you a great deal about the per- 
sons character, tendencies and possibilities, . 
if you are familiar with the fundamentals 
of Astrology; and you will then KNOW 
the main characteristics of those whom you 
meet casually, when the more detailed 
knowledge of astrology cannot be applied.
